INTRODUCTION. 


From  the  time  that  I  entered 
into  the  practice  of  medicine, 
and  faw  the  danger  to  which 
the  generality  of  thofe  who  had  the 
fmall-pox  in  the  natural  way  were 
expofed,  I  could  not  but  hncerely 
wifh,  with  every  fenlible  perfon  of 
the  faculty,  that  Inoculation  might 
become  general. 

A  confiderable  lliare  of  employ-* 
ment  in  this  branch  of  my  profef- 
lion  has  for  upwards  of  twenty  years 
occurred  to  me;  and  altho’  I  have 
been  fo  fortunate  as  not  to  lofe  a 
patient  under  inoculation,  except 

B  one 
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One  cliild,  about  fourteen  years  ago, 
who  after  the  eruption  of  a  few 
diftind;  puftules  died  of  a  fever, 
which  I  efteemed  wholly  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  Imall-pox,  yet  I  mull  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  in  fome  cafes  the 
fymptoms  have  coft  me  not  a  little 
anxiety  for  the  event. 

Nor  have  the  fubfequent  effeds 
of  this  pradice  always  been  fo  fa¬ 
vourable  as  one  could  wilh ;  and  tho’ 
far  from  equalling  thofe  which  too 
often  follow  the  natural  fmall-pox, 
either  in  refped  to  difficulty  or 
number,  yet  they  fometimes  gave  no 
fmall  uneafinefs  to  the  operator. 

It  cannot  likewife,  it  ouo;ht  not 
to  be  concealed,  that  fome  of  the  in¬ 
oculated  have  died  under  this  pro- 
cefs,  even  under  the  care  of  very  able 

and

and  experienced  practitioners.  Bnt 
this  number  is  fo  fmall,  tliatj  when, 
compared  with  the  mortality  at¬ 
tending  the  natural  fmall-pox,  it  is 
reduced  almoll  to  a  cypher. 

Thefe  circumftances,  however^ 
tended  to  difcourage  the  operation 
in  fome  degree.  PraSitioners  were 
cautious  of  urging  a  procefs,  of 
whofe  event  they  could  not  be  cer¬ 
tain:  andparents,  who  were  fenfible 
enough  to  obferve,  that,  though  the 
chance  was  greatly  in  their  favour, 
yet  a  blank  might  caft  up  againfl 
them,  engaged  in  it  with  heiitation. 

Humanity,  as  well  as  a  wifli  to 
promote  the  honour  and  advantage 
of  the  art  I  profefs,  made  me  ever 
attentive  to  the  improvement  of  this 
part  of  my  employment.  Diflatisfied 
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with  the  common  methods,  I  had 
carefully  attended  to  the  circum- 
ffances  that  feemed  to  contribute  to 
the  good  or  ill  fuccefs  of  this  prac-^ 
tice  in  the  courfe  of  my  own  bufi,-* 
nefs,  as  well  as  to  the  beft  infor¬ 
mation  I  could  get  of  the  fuccefs  of 
others. 

Many  faffs  had  induced  me  to 
think  that  regimen,  preparation, 
and  management  would  do  much  : 
that  as  the  difeafe  was  of  an  inflam¬ 
matory  kind,  a  cooling  regimen 
muft  certainly  for  the  moft  part  be 
reafonable.  Some  faint  eflays  were 
made  to  try  how  far  this  fentiment 
might  be  juft,  But  thofe  who  are 
the  beft  acquainted  with  the  firft 
aphorifm  of  Hippocrates,  will  be 
the  firft  in  juftifying  a  cautious  pro¬ 
cedure. 
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cedure,  where  the  objedb  is  no  lefs 
than  the  life  of  an  individual. 

In  this  lituationi  firll:  heard,  and 
with  the  utmoft  fatisfaftion,  that 
in  fome  parts  of  the  nation,  a  new 
and  more  fuccefsful  method  of  in¬ 
oculating  was  difcovered,  than  had 
hitherto  been  praftifed.  The  re¬ 
lators  o-ave  incredible  accounts  of

the  fuccefs ;  which  was  the  more 
marvellous,  as  the  operators  were 
chiefly  fuch,  as  by  report  could  lay 
but  little  claim  to  medical  erudition. 

Knowing  that  improvements 
which  would  do  honour  to  the  moft 
elevated  human  underftandings,  are 
fometimes  ftumbled  upon  by  men 
of  more  confined  abilities  j  and  that 
in  medicine,  as  well  as  in  every 
Other  circumftance  in  life,  it  is  our

duty  to  avail  ourfelves  as  much  as 
poffible  of  all  difcoveries  tending 
to  the  common  benefit,  I  embraced 
every  y&y?  opportunity  of  Informing 
myfelf  of  fad:s,  circumftances,  and 
events,  that  either  public  fame,  or 
more  precife  relations  brought  to 
me.  I  ufe  the  term  juji  opportu- 
nityy  becaufe,  if  I  am  not  miiin- 
formed,  endeavours  have  beenufed, 
inconfiftent  with  equity  and  can¬ 
dour,  to  rob  thofe  who  are  inti- 
tled  to  our  gratitude  for  affifting 
us  in  this  important  procefs,  of 
that  fhare  of  private  emolument 
which  is  their  due,  let  their  title  to 
the  difcoverybe  everfo  paradoxical. 

To  expofe  patients,  ev^en  in  the 
inoculated  fmall-pox,to  allweathers, 
was  a  thing  unheard  of.  To  per¬ 
mit  them  through  the  whole  pro- 

srefs 
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OTefs  of  thedifeafe  to  go  abroad,  and

follow  their  ufual  vocations,  and 
that  they  iliould  neither  fulfer  any 
prefent  evil,  nor  experience  any  dif- 
agreeableconfequences,wasftillmore 
furprizing ;  yet  an  infinite  number  of 
inftances  have  confirmed  all  this,  and 
fome  of  thefe  inftances  will  appear 
in  the  fequel  of  this  performance. 

The  defign  of  this  treatife  is  to 
bring  the  pradtice  ftill  one  ftep 
nearer  to  perfection,  and  leflen  the 
ravages  of  a  diftemper,  which  is 
not  a  native  of  Britain,  but,  like 
the  plague,  has  been  imported  from 
a  foreign  country,  and  demands  the 
exertion  of  all  the  powers  we  are 
poflefled  of,  either  to  exterminate  it 
from  amongft  us,  which  perhaps  is 
not  pradlicable,  or  to  render  it  lefs 

imfafe, 
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unfafe,  if  not  wholly  without  diffi¬ 
culty  or  danger. 

The  following  direclions  for  this 
purpofe,  are  the  rcfult  of  an  exten- 
five  practice  :  and  if  a  ftrong  per- 
fualion  of  the  truth  of  what  he 
writes,  founded  on  repeated  trials 
and  Impartial  obfervations,  fhould 
have  led  the  author  to  exprefs  him- 
lelf  In  a  very  fanguine  manner,  the 
future  experience  of  others  he  truhs 
will  be  his  juftificatlon.

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Of  the  Age,  Constitution,  and 
Season  of  the  Year  proper  for 
Inoculation. 


Before  I  proceed  to  defcrlbe  the 
regimen  and  preparatives,  it  may  not 
be  improper  to  mention  what  has 
occurred  to  me  in  refpedl  to  the  moil  fuit- 
able  age  and  conftitution  for  inoculation  j 
and  likewife  what  feafons  feem  to  be  more 
or  lefs  favourable  for  the  practice. 

In  regard  to  age ;  where  it  is  left  to  my 
choice,  I  decline  inoculating  children  under 
two  years  old.  I  know  the  common  prac¬ 
tice  is  againft  mein  this  particular;  but  my 
reafons  for  rej  eftiftg  fuch  are  founded  on  ob- 
fervation  and  experience.  I  have.  Indeed, 
lately  inoculated  many  under  this  age,  at 
the  preffing  intreaties  of  their  parents,  and

they  have  all  done  well.  But  it  muft  be 
confidered,  that  young  children  are  expofed 
to  all  the  hazards  of  dentition,  fevers,  flaxes, 
convulfions,andother  accidents, fufficiently 
difficult  in  themfelves  to  manage  in  fuch 
tender  fubj efts ;  infomuch  that  fcarce  two 
in  three  of  all  that  are  born,  live  to  be  two 
years  old;,  as  is  demonftrable  from  the  Bills 
'  of  Mortality, 

Befides,  convulfive  paroxyfms  often  ac¬ 
company  the  variolous  eruptive  fever  in 
children ;  and  though  generally  looked  upon 
in  no  unfavourable  light,  as  often  preceding 
a  diftinft  kind  of  fmall-pox,  yet  they  are 
at  all  times  attended  with  feme  degree  of 
danger^  nay,  many,  it  is  well  known,  have 
expired  under  them;  while  others, who  have 
ftruggled  through  with  great  difficulty, have 
beendb  debilitated,  and  their  faculties  fo 
impaired,  that  the  eifefts  have  been  per¬ 
ceptible  during  the  remainingpart  of  their 
lives,  . 

And  even  admitting  the  eruption  to  be 
favourable,  and  not  attended  with  any  Fuch 
alarm,  yet  ffiould  a  larger  number  of  puftules 

than 
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thanufual  appera^  or  any  untoward  fymptom 
happen,  and  require  medical  help,  the  un¬ 
happy  fufferer  is  much  too  young  to  be  pre¬ 
vailed  on  to  take  unpalatable  medicines,  or 
fubmit  to  other  neceiTary  meafures,  byper- 
fuafions,  menaces,  or  bribes.  I  have  often 
been  prefent  at  afflicting  fcenes  of  this  na¬ 
ture  ;  and  have  reafon  to  think  that  many 
children  have  died  of  the  fraall-pox  in  the 
natural  w^ay,  'mei*elyfroiii  the  impoffibility 
of  prevailing  upon  them  to  comply  with 
what  was  proper,  in  cafes  where  little  or  no 
danger  was  difcoverable,  either  from  the 
number  or  fpecies  of  the  pufLules,  the  de¬ 
gree  of  fever,  or  any  other  apparent  caufe. 

It  mufl:  likewdfe  be  taken  into  confide- 
ration,  that  young  children  have  ufually  a 
larger  fliare  of  puftules  from  inoculation, 
than  thofe  who  are  advanced  a  little  farther 
in  iife^  and  that  under  this  circumftance  it 
is  w^ell  known  many  have  died;  and  the 
proportion  of  thefe,  fo  far  as  I  can  learn,  ^ 
is  too  great  to  encourage  a  continuance  in 
the  inoculation  of  young  children;  fo  that 
it  feems  moft  prudent  to  w^ait  till  this  dan¬ 
gerous  period  be  over,  efpeciaily  as  its  du- 

C  2  ration 


ration  is  fo  ifhort,  that  the  danger  of  their 
receiving  the  fmali-pox  thereinin  the  natu^ 
ral  way  is  very  little ;  and  it  is  at  this  time 
much  more  eafy  to  preferve  them  from  it, 
than  when  they  are  left  more  to  themfelves, 
and  may  be  more  in  the  way  of  infedion. 
But  children  above  this  period  maybe  ino¬ 
culated  more  freely  ^  nor  does  there  appear 
anyreafon  to  exclude  healthy  adults  of  any 
age,perfons  of  fe  venty  having  paffed  through 
this  procefs  with  the  utmoft  eafe,  andwith^ 
out  occafioning  the  leaft  painful  apprehen-^ 
fion  for  the  event. 


In  refpeft  to  cqnftkution,  greater  li¬ 
berties  may  be  taken  than  have  heretofore 
been  judged  admiffible  :  perfons  affl idled 
with  various  chronic  complaints,  of  fcro- 
phulous,  fcorhutic,  and  arthritic  habits  j 
perfons  of  unv/ieldy  corpulency,  and  of 
intemperate  and  irregular  lives,  have  ail 


paffed  through  this  difeafe,  with  as  much 
eafe  and  fafety  as  the  mod  temperate, 
healthy,  and  regular.  But  thcfe  who  la¬ 
bour  under  any  acute  or  critical  difeafes,  or 


their  effefts,  are  obvioufly  unfit  and  im¬ 
proper  fubjedts.  So  likevyife  are  thofe 


where 
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where  there  are  evident  marks  of  corrofive 
acrimonious  humours,  or  where  there  is  a 
manifeft  debility  of  the  whole  frame  from 
inanition,  or  any  other  caufe ;  all  thefe 
fhould  be  treated  in  a  proper  manner  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  introdudtion  of  this  difeafe. 
Conftitutions  difpofed  to  frequent  returns 
of  intermittents,  feem  likewife  juftly  ex¬ 
ceptionable  ;  efpecially  as  the  preparatory 
regimen  may  in  feme  habits  increafe  this 
tendency.  I  have  known,  however,  inftances 
of  fevere  ague  fits  attacking  perfons  be- 
**  tween  the  infertion  of  the  matter  and  the 
eruption  of  the  pock,  and  even  during  ma¬ 
turation  ;  when  the  Peruvian  bark  has  been 
given  liberally  and  with  fuccefs ;  the  prin¬ 
cipal  bufinefs,  in  the  mean  time,  fuffering 
no  injury  or  interruption. 

Among  the  circumftances  generally  con^ 
fidered  as  more  or  lefs  propitious  to  inocu¬ 
lation,  the  feafon  of  the  year  has  hitherto 
been  deemed  a  matter  of  fome  importance. 
Spring  and  autumn.,  for  the  mofq:) ait,  have 
been  recommended,  as  being  the  moft’ 
teipperate  feafons  j  the  cold  of  winter, 

and 


and  the  fiunriier  heats^  having  been  judged 
unfavourable  for  this  procefs.  But  ex¬ 
perience  does  not  juilify  thefe  opinions ;  for 


according:  to  the  beft  obfervation  I  have 
been  able  to  make,  inoculated  perfons  have 
generally  had  more  puftules  in  fpring  than 
at  any  other  time  of  the  year  ^  and  epidemic 
difeafes  being  commonly  moft  frequent  in 
autumn,  efpeciaily  flaxes,  ihtermittent-s, 
and  ulcerated  fore  throats  (all  which  are 


liable  to  mix  more  or  lefs  with  the  fmall- 
pox)  the  autumn,  upon  this  account,  does 
not  feem  to  be  the  moft  favourable  feafon 


in  general. 


My  opinion  is,  that,  confidering  the  fur- 
prizing  andindifputablebenefits  arifing  at  all 
times  to  patients  in  the  fmall-pox,  from  the/ 


free  admiffion  of  frefli  cool  air  and  evacua¬ 
tions  (which  v/ill  appe-ir  from  fome  cafes 
hereafter  fubjoined)  we  may  fafely  inoculate 
in  all  feafons, provided  care  be  taken  to  fereen 
tlie  patients  as  much  aspoflibiefrom  heat  in 
fummer,  and  to  prevent  them  from  keeping 
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them feives  too  warm,  and  toomiich  fnii-tiiD

as  they  are  naturally  difpofed  to  do,  from  the

weatlier  in  winter.  And  it  is  well  known, 
that  many  have  been  inoculated  in  the 
depth  of  winter,  and  fome  during  the 
greateiL  heat  in  fummer,  Vvithout  fiiffering 
any  injury  or  inconvenience  from  either. 


When  feafons,  however,  are  "marked 
with  any  peculiar  epidemics,  of  fuch  a  kind 
efpecially  as .  may  render  a  mild  difeafe 
more  untraclable,  it  may  perhaps  be  moil 
prudent  not  to  inoculate  while  fuch  difeafes 
are  prevalent. 


An  eminent  phy.iician  of  my  acquaintance 
in  London,  at  that  time  in  confiderable 
bufinefs,  informed  me,  that  in  the  year 
3756  the  fmall-pox  were  very  rife,  in  the 
fummer  of  that  year  eipeciaiiy.  That  in 
moil  of  them  the  throat  was  fo  much  af¬ 
fected,  that  about  the  feveiith  day  from  the 
eruption,  when  they  ought  to  have  taken 
liquors  in  abundance,  they  could  not  fwal- 
low  a  drop*  The  ptyalifm  was  in  the  mean 
timie  copious ;  and  the  kind  being  for  tire 
moftpart  confluent,  they  died  on  the  tenth 
©r  eleventh  day;  and  thofe  who  funk  under 

this 
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this  diftemper  (who  were  by  much  the  rna- 
jority)  all  fuftered  from  this  caufe.  This 
inftance  is  only  given  to  fhewthe  neceffity 
of  regarding  the  general  ftate  of  epidemics 
when  we  go  into  this  operation ;  and  to 
excite  thofe  who  are  friends  to  this  moft 
beneficial  difcovery,  to  ufe  every  means  in 
their  power  to  provide  againft  a  fingle  in- 
fiance  of  ill  fuccefs. 


/ 
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Of  the  Preparation. 

IN  direfting  the  preparatory  regimen,  I 
principally  aim  at  thefe  points  :  to  re- 
duce  the  patient,  if  in  high  health,  to  a 
low  and  more  fecure  ftate ;  to  ftrengthen 
the  conftitution,  if  too  low ;  to  correct  what 
appears  vitiated,  and  to  clear  the  ftomach 
and  bowels,  as  much  as  may  be,  from  all 
crudities  and  their  effedls.  With  this  view, 
I  order  fuch  of  my  patients  as  conftitute 
the  firft  clafs,  and  who  are  by  much  the 
majority,  to  live  in  the  following  manner: 
to  abftain  from  all  animal  food,  including 
broths,  alfo  butter  and  cheefe,  and  from  all 
fermented  liquors,  excepting  fmall  beer, 
which  is  allowed  fparingly,  and  from  all 
fpices,  and  whatever  poffeffes  a  manifeft 
heating  quality.  The  diet  is  to  confift  of 
pudding,  gruel,  fago,  milk,  rice- milk,  fruity 
pyes,  greens,  roots,  and  vegetables  of  all 
the  kinds  in  feafon,  prepared  or  raw.  Eggs, 
though  not  to  be  eat  alone,  are  allovv^ed 
in  puddings,  and  butter  in  pye-cruft;  the 

D  patients. 
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patients  are  to  be  careful  that  they  do  not 
eat  fach  a  quantity  as  to  overload  their 
ftomachs,  even  of  this  kind  of  food.  Tea, 
coffee,  or  chocolate  are  permitted  for  break- 
faft,  to  thofe  who  choofe  or  are  accuftomed 
to  them. 

In  this  manner  they  are  to  proceed  about 
nine  or  ten  days  before  the  operation ;  dur- 
ing  which  period,  at  nearly  equal  diftances, 
they  are  direfted  to  take  three  dofes  of  the 
following  powder,  either  made  into  pills,  or 
mixed  with  a  little  fyrup  or  jelly,  at  bed¬ 
time,  and  a  dofe  of  Glauber’s  fait,  dif- 
folved  in  thin  water-gruel,  each  fucceeding 
morning. 

The  powder  is  compofed  of  eight  grains 
of  calomel,  the  fame  quantity  of  the  com¬ 
pound  powder  of  crab  claws,  and  one 
eighth  part  of  a  grain  of  emetic  tartar.  In- 
flead  of  emetic  tartar,  I  have  fometimes 
fubftituted  two  grains  of  precipitated  ful- 
phur  of  antimony.  In  order  to  facilitate  the 
divifion  of  the  dofes,  a  large  quantity  is  pre¬ 
pared  at  once,  and  great  care  taken  that 
the  mixture  is  well  performed. 


This 
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This  quantity  is  ufually  fufHcient  for  a 
healthy  jftrong  man;  and  the  dofe  muft  be 
lehened  for  women  or  children,  according 
to  their  age  and  ftrength,  as  well  as  for  per- 
fons  advanced  in  years. 

The  firil:  dofe  is  commonly  ordered  at 
the  commencement  of  the  eourfe;  the  fe- 
cond,  three  or  four  days  after ;  and  the  third, 
about  the  eighth  or  ninth  day  f  and  I  chufe 
to  inoculate  the  day  after  the  laft  dofe  has 
been  taken.  On  the  days  of  purging,  broths 
are  allowed,  and  the  patients  are  defired  to 
abftain  from  unprepared  vegetables. 

f 

What  has  hitherto  been  faid  concerning 
the  preparation, muft  be  confidered  asproper 
only  for  the'young  or  middle-aged,  in  a  good 
fl'ate  of  health;  but  among  thofe  who  are 
defirous  of  inoculation  are  often  found  ten¬ 
der,  delicate,  and  weakly  women,  men  of 
bad  ftamina,  valetudinarians  byconftitution, 
by  ilinefs  or  intemperance ;  alfoagedperfons 
and  children ;  and  for  thefe  a  very  different 
treatment  is  direefted ;  a  milder  courfe  of 
medicine,  rather  of  the  alterative  than  pur- 

D  2  gative 
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gative  kind,  is  here  preferable ;  and  in 
many  inftances,  an  indulgence  in  fome  light 
animal  food,  with  a  giafs  or  two  of  wine 
in  cafe  of  lownefs,  is  not  only  allowable, 
but  neceffary  to  fupport  a  proper  degree  of 
ftrength,  efpecially  in  advanced  age. 

Children  whofe  bowels  are  often  tender, 
and  ought  not  to  be  ruffled  by  ftrong  purges, 
yet  require  a  mild  mercurial,  and  bear  it 
well :  beiides  emptying  the  bowels  of  cru¬ 
dities,  it  is  a  good  fecurity  againil  worms 
and  their  effeds,  which  are  fometimes  of 
themfelves  perplexing  enough,  and  produce 
very  alarming  and  even  fatal  diforders. 

Indeed  the  particular  ftate  of  health  of 
every  perfon  entering  upon  the  preparatory 
courfe,  ftiould  be  inquired  into  and  conli- 
dered.  Inattention  to  this  has,  I  am  fatif- 
fied,  done  great  mifehief,  and  particularly 
the  indifereet  ufe  of  mercurials,  whereby 
a  falivation  has  often  been  raifed,  to  the 
rifque  of  impairing  good  conftitutions,  and 
the  ruin  of  fuch  as  w^ere  previoufly  weak 
and  infirm.  The  diftinclions  and  treat¬ 


ment 
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ment  neceffary,  will  obvious  to  thofe 
•  who  are  acquainted  with  the  animal  oeco- 
nomy  and  medical  praftice. 

The  time  of  menftruation  has  generally  ’ 
been  the  guMe  in  refpedl  to.the  inoculation 
of  women  ;  that  the  whole  of  the  difeafe 
might  be  over  within  the  menflrual  period. 
This  I  commonly  obferve,  when  I  can 
chufe  my  time  without  any  inconvenience, 
and  inoculate  foon  after  the  evacuation 
ceafes ;  though  I  have  no  reafon  to  decline 
performing  the  operation  at  any  time;  as  I 
can  produce  many  examples  in  which  no 
inconvenience  has  arifen,  nor  any  difference 
been  obfervable,  when  this  circumflance 
has  been  difregarded. 

Women  with  child  have  like  wife  been 
inoculated  and  done  well ;  yet  fome  parti¬ 
cular  emergency  fliould  be  pleaded  in  ex- 
cufe  for  it  in  their  fituation,  as  it  may 
be  attended  with  f^me  hazard.  I  have 
not  inoculated  any  woman  v/hom  I  knew 
to  be  pregnant ;  but  fome  who  conceal¬ 
ed  their  pregnancy  have  been  inoculated 

by 
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by  me,  who,  I  fancy,  hoped  for  an  event 
that  did  not  happen,  I  mean  mifcarriages ; 
one  of  thefe  had  a  child  born  nine  v/eeks 
after  inoculation,  at  the'  full  time,  with 
diftinil  marks  of  the  difeafe,  though  the 
mother  had  very  few  eruptions. '

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Of  Infection* 


HE  manner  of  communicating  this 


i  diftemper  by  inoculation  in  this 
country,  has  of  late  been  the  following :  A 
thread  is  drawn  through  a  ripe  puftule,  and 
well  moiftened  with  the  matter:  a  piece 
of  this  thread  is  inlinuated  into  afuperiicial 
incifion  made  in  one  or  both  arms,  near 
the  part  where  iffues  aremfually  fixed ;  this 
thread  is  covered  with  a  plaifter,  and  there 
left  for  a  day  or  two.  This  is  the  moft 
ufual  way,  though  others  have  been  prac- 
tifed  by  feveral  in  the  profeffionc 

At  prefent,  very  different  methods  are 
purfued^  two  of  which,  that  vary  in  fome 
refpedts,  I  have  frequently  praftifed,  and 
flaall  defcribe;  but  the  following  has  been 
fo  invariably  fuccefsful,  as  to  induce  rriQ  to 
give  it  the  preference. 

The  patient  to  be  infedled  being  in  the 
fame  houfe,  and,  if  no  objedlion  is  made  to 
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it,  in  tlie  fame  room,  with  one  who  has 
the  difeafe,  a  little  of  the  variolous  mat¬ 
ter  is  taken  from  the  place  of  infertion,  if 
the  fubjeft  is  under  inoculation  j  or  a 
puftule,  if  ill  the  natural  way,  on  the  point 
of  a  lancet,  fo  that  both  lides  of  the  Doint 
are  moiifened. 

With  this  lancet  an  incihon  is  made  in 
that  part  of  the  arm  where  iffues  are  ufually 
placed,  deep  enough  to  pafs  through  the 
fcarf  fkin,  and  juft  to  touch  the  Ikin  itfelf, 
and  in  length  as  ihort  as  poffible,  not  more 
than  one  eighth  of  an  inch. 

The  little  wound  being  Aen  ftretched 
open  between  the  finger  and  thumb  of  the 
operator,  the  incifion  is  moiftened  wdth 
the  matter,  by  gently  touching  it  with  the 
flat  fide  of  the  infedled  lancet.  This  ope¬ 
ration  is  generally  performed  in  both  arms, 
and  fometimes  in  two  places  in  one  arm, 

a  little  diftant  from  each  other.  For  as 

< 

I  have  not  obferved  any  inconvenience 
from  two  or  three  incifions,  I  feldom  truft 
to  one ;  that  neither  I  nor  my  patient  may 
be  under  any  doubt  about  the  fuccefs  of 

the 
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the  operation  from  its  being  performed  in 
one  place  only. 

I  have  alfo  tried  the  following  method^ 
with  the  fame  fuccefs  as  that  above  de-« 
fcribed,  bat  do  not  fo  well  approve  of  it^ 
becaufe  I  have  been  credibly  informed  that 
it  has  fometimes  failed  in  the  practice  of 
others.  A  lancet  being  moiftened  with 
the  variolons  fluid  in  the  fame  manner  as 
in  the  other,  is  gently  introduced,  in  ar\ 
oblique  manner,  between  the  fcarf  and  true 
Ikin,  and  the  finger  of  the  operator  is  ap¬ 
plied  on  the  point,  in  order  to  wipe  off  the 
infedlion  from  the  lancet,  when  it  is  with¬ 
drawn.  In  this  method,  as  well  as  in  the 
former,  a  little  blood  will  fometimes  appear  j 
but  I  neither  draw  blood  withdefign,  nor  do 
I  think  it  neceffary  to  wipe  it  oft  before  the 
matter  is  introduced. 

In  both  thefe  ways  of  inoculating,  nei¬ 
ther  plaifler,  bandage,  or  covering  is  ap-^ 

plied,  or  in  any  refpedt  neceffary. 

/ 

,  •  Thefe 
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Thefe  methods  of  producing  the  difeafe 
never  once  have  failed  me;  and  experience 
has  fu8]ciently  proved,  that  there  is  no  dan¬ 
ger  from  additional  infedlion  by  the  natural 
difeafe  at  the  fame  time.  I  therefore  make 
no  fcruple  of  having  the  perfbn  to  be  ino¬ 
culated,  and  the  patient  fromwhom  the  in- 
feftion  is  to  be  taken,  in  the  fame  room  ; 
nor  have  ever  perceived  any  ill  confequences 
attending  it.  But  I  advife  the  inoculated 
patients  (though  perhaps  there  is  no  necef- 
lityfor  that  precaution)  to  be  afterwards  fe- 
parated  from  places  of  infedlion  till  certain 
ligns  of  fuccefs  appear,  when  all  reftraint 
is  removed,  there  being  no  danger  front  ac¬ 
cumulation.

Itfeems  to  be  of  no  confequence  whether 
the  infefting  matter  be  taken  from  the  na¬ 
tural  or  inoculated  fmall-pox :  I  have  ufed 
both,  and  never  have  been  able  to  difcpver 
the  leaft  dilference,  either  in  point  of  cer¬ 
tainty  of  infedion, the progrefs, or  the  events 
and  therefore  L  take  the  infedion  from  ei  -r 
ther,  as  opportunity  offers,  or  at  the  option 


pf  my  patients  or  their  friends,.

I 
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Nor  is  It  of  confequence  vvlisther  the 
matter  be  taken  before,  or  at  .the  crifis  of, 
the  diftemper.  It  is,  I  believe,  generally 
fuppofed,  that  the  fmall-pox  is  not  infec¬ 
tious  till  after  the  matter  has  acquired  a 
certain  degree  ofmaturity^  and  in  the  com¬ 
mon  method  of  inoculation,  this  is  much 
attended  to ;  and  when  the  operation  has 
failed,  it  has  commonly  been  afcribed  to 
the  unripenefs  of  the  matter. 

But  it  appears  very  clearly  from  the 
prefent  pradlice  of  inoculation,  that  fo  foon 
as  any  moifture  can  be  taken  from  the  in- 
fefted  part  of  an  inoculated  patient,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  appearance  of  any  puftules, 
and  even  previous  to  the  eruptive  fever, 
this  moifture  is  capable  of  communicating 
the  fmall"pox  with  the  utmoft  certainty.  I 
have  taken  a  little  clear  fluid  from  the  ele¬ 
vated  pellicle  on  the  incifcd  part,  even  fo 
early  as  the  fourth  day  after  the  operation; 
and  have  at  other  times  ufed  matter  fully 
digefted  at  the  crifis,  with  equal  fuccefs. 
I  chufe,  however,  in  general,  to  take  mat¬ 
ter  for  infedtion  during  the  fever  of  erup- 

E  2  tion. 
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tlon,  asl  fuppofe  it  at  that  time  to  have  its 
utmoil:  aftivity. 

In  all  cafes,  when  I  take  matter  from  an 
Inoculated  perfon,  it  is  from  theplacewhere 
it  was  inferted ;  as  I  am  always  fure  to  find 
infeftion  there  If  the  difeafe  fucceeds,  and 
always  of  iiifficient  energy. 

It  may  appear  ftrange  that  no  bandage, 
dreffing,  or  application  whatfoever,  is  made 
Fife  of  to  the  part  infected  ;  but  that  the 
rnofl  fimple  incifion  being  made,  and  moi- 
f:ened  with  the  fmalleft  particle  of  the  re* 
cent  fluid  matter,  the  whole  is  committed  to 
nature.  This  method  is  however  perfectly 
right,  becaufe  the  application  of  either  plaif* 
ter  or  unguent,  as  is  the  ufual  pradtice,  tvill 
occafion  an  inflammation  on  fome  fkins, 
and  in  all  tend  to  difguife  the  natural  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  incifion,  and  prevent  our 
forming  a  proper  judgment  of  the  progrefs  of 
the  infedtion  j  which  will  afterwards  appear 
to  be  a  matter  of  much  importance. 

If 
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If  neither  an  inoculatedpatient  is  athaiidj, 
nor  anyone  in  the  neighbourhood  has  adif~ 
tindl  kind  of  the  natural  difeafe,  a  thread 
maybe  ufedas  in  the  common  manner,pro- 
vided  the  thread  be  very  recently  infected^ 
but  I  think  it  ought  to  be  ufed  as  foon  as 
poffible  after  being  charged  with  infecting 
mattei% 

The  following  methodof  introducing  the 
difeafe  has  likewifebeeii  found  eifedlual  ^  but 
I  have  never  pradtifed  it  myfelf.  Dip  the 
point  of  a  lancet  in  variolous  matter^  let  it 
be  held  in  the  air  till  it  is  dry ;  after  \thich 
it  may  be  clofed  and  kept  in  the  common 
cafe  without  any  further  care  ;  and  with 
this  prepared  lancet  raife  tliefcarf  ikin  ob¬ 
liquely,  and  keep  the  lancet  a  little  time  in 
motion  between  the  two  (kins,  that  part  of 
the  matter  may  be  mixed  v/ith  the  animal 
juices;  then  withdraw  the  lancet,  and  leave 
the  incifion  uncovered  as  before. 


@f  the  Progress  of  Infection^ 


ITITHERTO  very  little  regard  feems 
A  to  have  been  paid  to  the  progrefs  of 
iiifedion  difcoverable  bythepartvvhere  the 
operation  was  performed.  But  it  will  appear 
in  the  fequel,  that  an  attention  to  this  cir- 
camftance  is  very  neceffary,  becaufe  a  juft 
prognoftic  may  thence  be  fometimes  formed 
of  the  future  ftate  of  the  diftemper,  and  in¬ 
dications  may  be  taken  from  the  different 
appearances  on  the  arm,  that  will  enable  us 
to  prevent  inconveniencies. 

The  former  method  of  covering  the  place 
of  incifion  with  a  plaifter,  and  continuing 
upon  itdreffingsof  ohefort  or  another,pre- 
vented  much  ufeful  information  of  thiskind. 
Theypreventedanyjudgment  by  the  touch, 
and  fometimes  rendered  that  by  the  eye 
equivocal. 

I 

The  day  after  the  operation  is  performed, 
-  though  it  takes  effeft,  little  alteration  is  dif¬ 
coverable.  On  thefecond  day,  if  the  part  is 

viewed 
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viewed  with  a  lens,  there  generally  appears 
a  kind  of  orange-coloured  ftain  about  the 
incifion,  and  the  furrounding  Ikin  feems  to 
contraft.  At  this  time  I  ufually  give  the 
’  following  medicine^at  going  to  bed,  either 
mixed  with  a  little  of  any  kind  of  jelly,  or 
more  frequently  made  into  a  pill. 

Calomel  and  compound  powder  of  crabs 
claws,  of  ,each  3  grains,  emetic  tartar 
of  a  grain. 

Aquantity  of  this  medicine  fhould  be  care¬ 
fully  prepared  at  once,  in  order  to  make  the 
diviiion  more  exadt.  - 

On  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  upon  apply¬ 
ing  the  finger,  a  hardnefs  is  to  be  felt  by  the 
touch.  The  patient  perceives  anitchingoii 
the  part^which  appears  flightiyinliamed, and 
under  a  kind  of  vefication  is  feen  a  little  clear 
fluid;  the  part  refemblingafuperficialburn. 
About  the  fixth,  rnoft  commonly  fome pain 
andftiffnefs  is  felt  in  the  axilla;  and  this  is  a 
very  pleafingfymptom,  as  it  not  only  fore¬ 
tells  the  near  approach  of  the  eruptive 
fymptoms,  but  is  a  fign  of  a  favoiirabie  pro- 

erels 


grefs  of  the  dlfeafe.  Sometimes  on  the  fe-- 
venth,  oftener  on  the  eighth  day,  fymptoms 
of  the  eruptive  fever  appear;  fuch  as  flight 
remitting  pains  in  the  head  and  back,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  tranfient  fhiverings  and  alternate 
heats,  v\^hich  in  agreatef  or  lefs  degree  con¬ 
tinue  till  the  eruption  is  perfefted.  At  this 
time  alfo  it  is  ufual  for  the  patient  to  com¬ 
plain  of  a  verydifagreeable  taftein  his  mouth, 
the  breath  is  alwaysfetid,  andthefmell  dif¬ 
ferent  from  what  I  have  ever  obferved  in  any 
cafe,  except  in  the  variolous  eruptive  fever* 

The  inflammation  in  the  arms  at  this 
time  fpreads  faft;  and  upon  viewing  it  with 
a  good  glafs,  the  incifion,for  the  moft  part, 
appears  furrounded  with  an  infinite  num¬ 
ber  cf  fmall  confluent  puftules,  which  in- 
creafe  in  flze  and  extent  as  the  difeafe  ad¬ 
vances.  On  the  tenth  or  eleventh  day,  a 
circular  or  oval  efRorefcence  is  ufually  dif- 
covered,  furrounding  the  incifion,  and  ex¬ 
tending  fometimes  nearhalf  roundthe  arm, 
but  more  frequently  to  about  the  flze  of  a 
fliiiling ;  and  being  under  the  cuticle,  is 
fmooth  to  the  touch,  and  not  painful.  This, 
appearance  is  alfoaverypleafingone;  it  ac¬ 
companies 
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Companies  eruption ;  every  difagreeable 
lymptom  ceafes;  and  at  the  fame  time  it 
certainly  indicates  the  whole  affair  to  be 
ovei*;;  the  pain  and  ftitfnefs  in  the  axilla 
alfo  going  off. 

The  feverifli  fymptoms  are  for  the  mcff 
part  fo  mild,  as  feldom  to  require  any  me¬ 
dicinal  affiftance,  except  a  repetition  of  the 
fime  medicine  that  was  diredted  on  the 
fccond  night  after  the  operation  j  and  on 
the  following  morning  this  laxative 
draught,  to  procure  three  or  four  ftools; 

Infufion  of  feiia  two  ounces,  manna  half 
an  ounce,  tindture  of  jalap  two  drams. 

'  Thefe  are  given  as  foon  as  the  eruptive 
fymptoms  are  perceivable,  if  they  feem  to 
indicate  any  uncommon  degree  of  vehe¬ 


mence. 


■  It  has  been  obferved,  that  by  attending 
to  the  progrefs  of  infection,  we  may  be  able 
to  prognofficate,  with  fome  degree  of  cer¬ 
tainty,  the  event  of  the  diftemper  in  gene¬ 
ral.  Particular  iticldents  will  ever  happen, 

F  '  but 
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but  hot  fufficlent  to  deftroy  the  propriety 
of  general  rules. 

If  the  appearances  already  defcribed  are 
obfervcd  early,  a  very  favourable  event  is 
implied :  but  it  happens  in  fome  cafes,  al¬ 
though  it  may  be  perceived  that  the  ino¬ 
culation  has  fucceeded,  yet  it  is-barely  per¬ 
ceptible  ;  the  colour  about  the  wound  re¬ 
maining  pale,  inftead  of  changing  to  red  or 
inflamed;  the  edges  of  theincifion  fpread 
but  little,  they  remain  flat,  fcarcely  riling 
at  all,  and  are  attended  neither  with  itch¬ 
ing  or  uneafinefs  of  any  kind.  Nay,  fome- 
times  on  the  fifth,  and  even  the  fixth  day, 
the  alteration  is  fo  little,  as  to  make  it 
doubtful  whether  the  infedion  has  taken 
place. 

When  matters  are  in  this  ftate,  the  appear¬ 
ance  is  unfavourable,  and  implies  a  late  and 
rhore  untoward  difeafe:  to  prevent  which, 
I  dired  the  powder  or  pill  to  be  taken  each 
night;  and  in  cafe  it  fails  to  operate  by  flool, 
orthereistheleaftdifpofition  to  coltivenefs, 
an  ounce  of  Glauber’s  falts,  or  more  com¬ 
monly  the  laxative  draught  already  men¬ 
tioned. 
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tioned,  is  given  in  the  morning,  once  or 
twice,  as  the  cafe  may  require.  This  coilrfe 
forwards  the  inflammation,  which  I  always 

wilTi  to  fee;  as  I  have  conilantly  obferved; 

/ 

that  an  early  progrefs  on  the  arm,  and  an 
early  commencement  of  the  eruptive  com¬ 
plaints,  portend  that  the  diftemper  will  be 
mild  and  favourable;  and  on  the  contrary, 
where  both  are  late,  the  fymptoms  are 
ufually  more  irregular  and  untoward. 

» 

Being  now  arrived  at  the  moft  intereft- 
ing  period  of  this  diftemper,  the  eruption, 
a  period  in  which  the  prefent  pradicc  I 

am  about  to  recommend  differs  effentiallv 

«/ 

from  the  method  heretofore  in  ufe,  and  on 
the  right  management  of  which  much  de-^ 
pends,  it  will  be  requifite  to  give  clear  and 
explicit  diredions  on  this  head,  and  to 
advife  their  being  purfued  with  hrmnefs 
and  moderation, 

Inftead  of  confining  the  patient  to  his 
bed,  or  his  room,  when  the  fymptoms  of 
the  eruptive  fever  come  on,  he  is  direded, 
as  foon  as  the  purging  medicine  has  operated, 
to  keep  abroad  in  the  open  air,  be  it  ever  fo 

F  2  cold. 
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cold,  as  much  as  he  can  bear,  and  to ’drink 
cold  water,  if  thirftyj  always  taking  care 
not  to  ftand  ftill,  but  to  Vv  alk  about  mode¬ 
rately  while  abroad. 


This  treatment  indeed  feems  as  hard  at 
firft  to  the  patients,  as  it  muft  appear  fin- 
gidar  to  the  reader;  but  the  efFedts  are  fo 
falutary,  and  fo  conftantly  confirmed  by 
experience,  and  an  eafy  progrefs  through 
every  ftage  of  the  difeafe  depends  fo  much 


upon  it,  that  I  admit  of  no  exception, 
unlefs  the  weather  be  extremely  fevere, 
and  the  conftitiition  very  delicate.  And 
it  is  indifputably  true,  that  in  the  few 


infcances  where  the  fymptoms  of  eruption 


have  run  very  high,  the  patients  dread¬ 
ing  any  motion,  and  fearing  the  cold 
as  the  o-reateiL  evil,  yet,  when  under 
thefe  circumdances,  I  have  pcrfuaded  them 
to  rife  out  of  bed,  and  go  out  of  doors, 
though  led  fometimes  by  tvv-o  ailiftants, 


and  have  allowed  them  to  drink  as  much 
cold  water  as  they  chofe,they  have  not  fuf- 
fered  the  leaft  linlder  accident.  On  the 


contrary, after  they  have  been  prevailed  on, 
altho’  reluftantly,  to  comply  with  thefe 

direftions. 
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direftions,  they  find  their  fpirits  revived ;  an 
inclination  for  nourifiiment  returns:  they 
reft  vrell ;  a  gentle  (wcat  fucceeds,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  favourable  eruption ;  and  the 
fever  feems  wholly  to  be 


extinguiftied. 


In  general,  the  complaints  in  this  ftate 
are  very  moderate,  and  attended  with  fo 
little  iilnefs,  that  the  patient  eats  and  fleeps 
well  the  Vv^hole  time :  a  few  puftules  appear, 
fometimes  equally  difperfed  ^  fometirnes  the 
inflammations  on  the  arms  fpread,  and  are 
furrounded  with  a  few  piiftuies,  which 
gradually  advance  to  maturity ;  during 
which  time,  for  the  moft  part,  the  eruption 
proceeds  kindly,  and  there  is  much  more 
difficulty  to  reftrain  the  patients  within 
due  bounds,  and  prevent  their  mixing  with 
the  public,  and  ipreading  the  infedllon, 
(which  I  always  endeavour  to  prevent) 
than  there  v/as  at  firft  to  prevail  upon  them 


to  go  abroad.  Durin^r  this  time  medicin

is  J'eldom  wanted;  the  cool  air  feems  tl 
Left  cordial ;  and  if  any  uncommon  ianguor 
happens,  a  bafon  oi  fmall broth,  or  a  glafs 
of  v/ine,  is  allowed  in  the  day,  or  fome 
white- wine  Vvhey.at  bed  time}  which  are

indeed  at  any  time  allowed  to  tender,  aged, 
oi  weakly  perfons.

With  thefe  exceptions,  they  have  hitherto 
been  kept  very  fcrupuloufly  to  the  diet  at  firft 
direfted.  But  after  the  eruption  is  com¬ 
pleted,  if  occafion  requires,  they  are  in¬ 
dulged  in  a  little  well-boiled  meat  of  the 
lighted:  kind,  as  chicken,  veal,  or  mutton. 

The  regimen  above-mentioned,  the  cool¬ 
ing  alterative  purges,  and  the  free  ufe  of  cool 
air  at  the  feafon  of  eruption,  almoft  univer- 
fally  prevent  either  alarming  fymptoms,  or  a 
large  crop  of  puftules.  A  few  I  have  feen- 
with  fuch  a  quantity  of  puftules,  tho’  dif- 
tincf ,  that  I  have  neither  advifed  nor  allowed 
them  to  go  out  of  the  houfe.  But  the  gene¬ 
rality  of  my  patien  ts,  wh  en  the  eruptions  are 
,  few,  amufe  themfelves  abroad  within  proper 
limits,  with  the  puftules  out  upon  them. 

'  I  neither  enjoin  this,  nor  maintain  that 
it  is  neceffary;  but  have  not  been  able  to 
obferve  that  any  inconvenience  has  arifen 
‘from  it.  And  how  ftrange  foever  it  may 
appear,  it  is  true,  that  thofe  who  are  moft 

adventurous. 


V 
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adventurous,  feem  to  be  in  better  fpirits, 
and  more  free  from  complaints,  than  others 
who  are  inclined  to  keep  within  doors , 
And  indeed,  fuch  of  my  patients  as  have 
received  the  benefit  of  this  treatment 
themfelves,  feldom  permit  thofe  who  are 
in  the  hardeft  part  of  the  diftemper,  the 
eruptive,  to  keep  much  in  the  houfe;  but 
encourage  them  to  bear  a  little  hardlhip, 
by  recounting  to  them  the  benefit  they 
have  reaped  from  the  method  they  are 
recommending. 

r 

Thofe  who  have  the  difeafe  in  the 
llightefl:  manner  firft  defcribed,  viz.  with¬ 
out  any  appearance  of  eruption  but  on  the 
inoculated  part,'  are  foon  allowed  to  go 
about  their  ufual  affairs;  and  many  inftan- 
ces  have  happened  of  very  induftrious  poor 
men,  who  have  inftantly  returned  to  their 
daily  labour,  with  a  caution  not  to  inter¬ 
mix  with  thofe  who  have  not  had  the  dif- 
*  temper,  for  fear  of  fpreading  it,  and  with 
diredtions  to  take  tw^o  or  three  times  of 
the  purge  already  directed,  or  as  many 
dofes  of  Glauber’s  falts.  Thofe  who  have- 
it  in  a  greater  degree,  are  confined  fome- 

what 
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what  longer;  and  a  very  mild  laxative  is 
now-and-then  exhibited^  if  there  is  the 
lead:  difpofition  to  coftivenefs ;  as  the  pro- 
a:refs  to  maturation  aonears  rather  to  be 
advanced  than  retarded  by  the  operation. 

When  the  maturation  is  completed, 
and  it  is  evident  we  have  nothing  farther 
to  fear  from  the  diftempei%  I  allow  my 
patients  gradually  to  change  their  courfe 
of  diet,  from  the  perfectly  cooling  kind, 
to  one  a  little  more  generous;  recom¬ 
mending  ftriclly  to  all  a  return  to  their 
ordinary  animal  diet  with  much  caution 
and  reftraint  upon  their  appetites,  both  in 
refpedt  to  food  and  fermented  liquors. 


It  is  not  often  that  we  are  under  a  ne- 
ceffity  of  making  any  application  to  the 
part  where  the  operation  v/as  performed: 
it  moft  commonly  heals  up,  and  is  covered 
with  a  fcab,  about  the  time  when,  in  a 
natural  way,  ail  the  pocks  would  have  been 
dried  up :  but  there  are  foine  cafes  wherein 
the  incifions  continue  to  difcharge  a  puru¬ 
lent  matter  longer;  in  thefe  inftances  it  is 
fuiticient  to  cover  the  place  with  the  white 

cerate. 
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cerate>  or  any  other  mild  emplaftic  fub- 
ftance,  which  may  at  once  prevent  the 
linen  from  adhering  to^the  fore,  and  de¬ 
fend  it  from  the  air.  And  as  in  thefe 
cafes  the  part  remains  unhealed  from  fome 
peculiar  caufe  in  the  habit,  it  will  be  ne-

celfary  to  give  gentle  purgatives,  and  pro¬ 
per  alteratives,  as  particular  exigencies 
may  require.

APPEARANCE  S. 

IN  the  preceding  pages  I  have  defcribed 
the  ufual  progrefs  of  the  fmall-pox 
from  the  inoculation.  There  are,  however, 
deviations  from  this  courfe,  and  indeed 
not  a  few;  fome  of  the  moft  material  of 
which,  as  they  may  embarrafs  the  inexpe¬ 
rienced,  and  create  a  real  difficulty,  as  well ' 
as  apprehenlions  of  danger,  it  feems  necef- 
fary  to  defcribe,  and  the  means  that  ex¬ 
perience  has  fuggefted  to  remove  thefe 
fymptoms,  or  the  doubts  refpedling  the 
event. 

The  firfl:  I  fhall  take  notice  of,  and  which, 
though  it  very  rarely  happens,  fometimes 
gives  much  trouble,  is  great  ficknefs,  ac¬ 
companied  with  vomiting,  comingon  during 
the  eruptive  ftate  of  the  diftemper.  For  this 
complaint  it  is  always  neceffary  in  the  firft 

place 
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place  to  clear  the  ftomachj  which  may  be 
effected,  either  by  ordering  the  patient  to 
drink  plentifully  of  warm  liquids  to  pro¬ 
mote  vomiting;  or  perhaps  more  properly; 
by  giving  one  grain  of  emetic  tartar  to  an 
adult,  mixed  with  ten  grains  of  compound 
powder  of  crabs  claws,  taking  care  to  lef- 
fen  the  dofe  for  very  young  and '  weak 
fubje6ls,‘ 

I 

This  ufually  throws  off  fome  bilious 
matter  by  vomit,  fometimes  procures  ftools, 
or  occafions  a  moderate  fweat,  and  gene^^ 
rally  adminiflers  relief,  ,  If,  however,  no 
flools  fliould  follow  from  this  medicine,  - 
and‘  the  ficknefs  Ihould  remain,  a  gentle 
laxative  almoft  certainly  procures  a  refpite, 
and  the  appearance  of  the  eruption  removes 
the  complaint  entirely,  * 


Another  deviation,  of  ftill  more  con-* 

* 

fequence,  which  fometimes  happens  to¬ 
wards  the  time  of  the  eruption,  and  is 
often,  though  not  always,  accompanied  . 
with  great  licknefs,  is  an  eryfipelatous  efilo- 
re/cence.  This,  if  it  fhews  itfelf  on  the 

•  .  G  2  ikin 
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Icin  partially,  and  here  and  there  In  patchesj 
s  not  very  alarming,  and  foon  vvears  olF. 


But  fometimes  the  whole  furface  of  the 
fkin  is  covered  with  a  rafh  intimatdy  mixed 
with  the  variolous  eruption,  and  fo  much  re- 
fembling  the  moft  malignant  kind  of  conflu¬ 
ent  fmall-pox,  as  fcarcely  to  be  diftinguithed 
from  it:  and  indeed  fome  cafes  of  this  fort 
have  happened,  where,  being  accompanied 
with  petechiae"  and  livid  fpots,  I  have  been 
much  alarmed:  not  being  able,  by  infpec--*^ 
tion  only,  though  aflTifted  by  glaflTes,  to  de¬ 
termine  whether  what  1  faw  was  an  inof- 
fenfive  rafh,  or  tokens  of  the  greateft  ma¬ 
lignity.  Very  ftricl  attention,  however,^  has 
enabled  me  to  diftinguilh  the  difference 
clearly  I  and  the  following  obfervations  will, 
I  hope,  tend  to  relieve  others  from  the 
anxiety  they  would  feel  upon  fuch  an  ap¬ 
pearance, 


The  real  and  eflential  difference  then 
is  to  be  gathered  from  the  concomitant 
fymptoms.  In  the  eryfipelatous  or  vario-r 
lous  rafl^i^  there  is  not  fp  much  fever,' 


nor 


/ 
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nor  is  the  reftleflhefs,  or  palii  of  the  head 
or  loins,  fo  confiderable;  neither  is  there 
that  general  proftration'  cf  ftrength,  which 
are  almoft  never-failing  attendants  on  a 
confluent  fmall-pox,-  efpecially  when  ac¬ 
companied  with  fuch  putrid  appearances. 
Befides,  upon  a  careful  examination,  there 
may  fometimes  be  difcerned  a  few  diftindl 
puftules,  larger  than  the  reft,  mixed  with 
the  rafli,  which  are  indeed  the  real  fmall- 
pox.  In  thefe  cafes  the  patients  are  oi% 
d^red  to  refrain  from  cold  water,  dr  any 
thing  cold,  and  to  keep  within  doors,  but 
not  to  go  to  bed.  If  any  ficknefs  yet  re¬ 
mains,  a  little  white-wine  whey,  or  other 
moderate  cordial,  is  advifed :  and  this  me¬ 
thod  has  hitherto  been  fo  fuccefsful,  as  to 
prevent  any  alarming  corhplaint.  After 
two  or  three  days,  the  Ikin  from  a  florid 
changes  to  a  dufky  colour,  a  few  diftindl 
puftules  remain,  and  advance  properly  to 
maturation,  without  any  further  trouble 
^^nfuing  from  this  formidable  appearance'^.

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This  rath  has  ,  been  often  mirtaken  for 
the  confluence  it  fo  nearly  refembles,  and 
has  afforded  occafion  for  fome  praditioners, 
either  igmorantly  or  difingeiiuonfly,  to  pre-^ 
tend,  that  after  a  very  copious  eruption  of 
the  confluent  pox,  they  can  by  a  fpecific 
medicine  difcharge  the  major  part  of  the 
puftules,  leaving  only  as  many  diftind  ones 
as  may  fatisfy  the  patient  that  he  has  the 
difeafe.  Such  pretenlions  have  certainly  been 
made ;  and  the  patient,  who  has  been  de¬ 
ceived  in  this  manner,  has  contributed  to 
fpread  reports  untrue  as  to  the  fad,  and 
probably  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  others, 
who  in  like  circumftances  have  been  fent 
abroad,  and  other  cool  means  purfued,  by 
which  the  rafli  has  been  repelled,  and  the 
bad  effeds  experienced  afterwards, 

1  muff  alfo  obferve  here,  that  rafhes  of 
the  kind  I  have  defcribed  frequently  hap¬ 
pen  during  the  preparation  (whether  owing 
to  the  regimen,  or  medicine,  or  both,  I  can¬ 
not  fay)  and  caufe  the  operation  to  be  poftr? 
poned  :  but  I  have  obfervcd,  that  in  fuch 

cafes; 
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cafes  they  are  apt  to  return  at  the  time  of 

the  eruption  of  the  fmall-pox.  i 
* 

In  general,  as  has  beeii^eady  fald,  the 
iymptoms  which  precede  eruption  cona- 
mence  at  the  end  of  the  feventh,  or  in  the 

i  X  i  ’  ■  i  y 

eighth  day  inclufive  from  the  operation ; 
but  it  often  happens  that  they  appear  much 
fooner,  and  fometimes  much  later,  than 
the  time  above-mentioned.^  .For  inftance, 
I  have  feen  fome  cafes  wherein  the  difeafe 
has  happened  fofuddenly  after  infe6tion>  and 
v/ith  fo  little  complaint  or  uneafmefs,  that’ 
the  whole  affair  has  been,  terminated, 
purges  taken,  and  the  patient  returned 
home  perfectly  well  in  a  week’s  time ;  before 
others,  inoculated  at  the  fame  time,  from 
the  fame  patient,  and  under  the  fame  cir- 
cumftances,  have  begun  to  complain. 

In  this  cafe  the  inoculated  part  fhews 
early  certain  marks  of  infeftion,  fometimes 
on  the  very  next  day,  or  the  day  after,  when 
the  incifion  will  often  appear  confderably 
inflamed  and  elevated.  The  patient  about 
this  time  frequently  makes  feme  of  the  fol- 

lowin!^ 
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^lowing  complaints,  viz.  chillnefs,  itchings, 
and  fmall  pricking  pains  in  the  part,  and 
fometimes  on  the  flioulder,  giddinefs,  drow- 
finefs,  and  a  flight  head-ach,  fometimes 
attended  with  a  feverifh  heat,  but  often 
without  any:  the  account  they  themfelves 
give  of  their  feelings,  is  in  fome,  as  if  they 
had  drank  too  much,  and  in  others,  as  if 
they  had  caught  a  cold.  Thefe  complaints 
feldom  lafl:  twenty-four  hours,  often  not  fo 
long,  and  with  frequent  remiffions,  and 
never,  that  I  remember,  rife  to  a  degree  that 
requires  confinement.  The  inflammation  on 
the  arm  at  the  time  of  the  complaints  ad¬ 
vances  apace,  and  feels  hard  to  the  touch  ^ 
but  upon  their  wearing  off,  the  inflamed 
appearances  gradually  leflen,  and  the  part 
dries  to  a  common  fmall  fcab ;  the  Ikin 
that  was  before  red,  turns  livid,  and  the 
party  is  quite  well,  and  nothing  more 
heard  of  the  diftemper  ^.  In  fome  in- 
ftances  thefe  fymptoms  attack  much  later ; 
even  on  the  feventh  or  eighth  day,  when  an 
eruption  might  be  expcfted  in  confequence 

^  See  Cafe  L-~XIL 
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of  them,  yet  none  appears ;  but  the  arm 
gets  well  very  foon,  and  the  difeafe  is  at 
at  end. 

In  this  irregular  fort  of  the  diforder 
there  have,  however,  been  fome  examples 
where  a  few  eruptions  have  appeared,  and 
probably  in  confequence  of  the  inocula¬ 
tion  ,*  yet  the  puftules  have  not  looked  like 
the  true  pocks,  nor  maturated  like  them, 
nor  lafted  longer  than  three  days ;  about 
which  time  they,  for  the  moft  part,  have 
dried  away. 

As  I  find  it  difficult  to  defcribe  the  va¬ 
riety  and  irregularity  of  fymptoms  that  oc¬ 
cur  in  this  fhort  way  of  having  the  dif- 
temper,  I  will  give  fome  cafes,  by  way  of 
illufirating  the  matter  more  to  the  reader’s 
fatisfaftion. 

When  fubjeds  of  this  fort  fir  ft  occur¬ 
red  in  my  praftice,  I  was  in  doubt  whe¬ 
ther  they  were  quite  fecure  from  any  fu¬ 
ture  attacks  of  the  diftemper ;  and  in  or¬ 
der  to  try  whether  they  were  fo  or  not,  I 

pr  inoculated 
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inoculated  them  a  fecond  time,  and  caufed 
them  to  affociatewith  perfons  in  every  ftage 
of  the  difeafe,  and  to  try  all  other  means 
of  catching  the  infeftion ;  and  this  method 
has  been  praftifed  v^ith  the  generality  of 
fuch  patients  ever  fince,  yet  without  a  iin- 
gle  inftance  of  its  producing  any  diforder  5 
fo  that  I  now  make  no  fcruple  of  pronoun¬ 
cing  them  perfedtly  fafe ;  and'experience  has 
enabled  me,  for  the  moft  part,  to  foretell, 
in  two  or  three  days  after  the  operation, 
when  the  difeafe  will  pafs  in  tl^is  ffight 
manner, 

Upon  the  fecond  inoculation,  however, 
the  incifed  parts  are  cornmonly  inflamed  for 
a  day  or  two,  juft  in  the  fame  manner  as  I 
have,  in  numerous  inftances,  found  them 
to  be  as  well  in  thqfewdio,  though  certain 
of  having  had  the  fmall-pox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way,  havefubmitted  to  he  inoculated 
merely  for  the  experiment  fake,  that  the 
refult  might  be  obferved,  as  in  others,  who, 
being  doubtful  v/hether  they  have  had  it 
or  not,  have  been  inoculated,  in  order  to 
be  fatisfied.  But  in  all  fuch  cafes  the  parts 

foon 
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foon  becaiiie  well  ;  nor  did  anv  of  thofe 
appearances  which  have  been  defcribed  as 
the  conftant  attendants  on  inoculation^  as 
pain  in  the  head,  giddinefs,  marks  of  in-^ 
feclion  in  the  arm,  &c.  eiifue ;  nor  can  they 
ever  be  produced  upon  a  perfon  who  has 
had  the  fmall-pox  before,  either  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way  or  by  inoculation  ;  and  therefore 
it  cannot  with  reafon  be  fuggefted,  that  the 
patients,  whom  I  fuppofe  to  get  through  the 
difeafe  in  the  very  flight  manner  above  de¬ 
fcribed,  may  poffibly  have  had  the  fmall- 
pox  unobferved  in.fome  former  part  of  their 
lives. 

\ 

Another  irregularity  deferving  notice  liere 
is,  that  fometimes,  upon  the  abatement  of 
the  fever  and  other  fymptoms,  after  the 
appearance  of  feveral  puftules,  and  when 
the  eruptive  flage  of  the  difeafe  feems  com¬ 
pleted,  it  neverthelefs  happens  that  frefli 
eruptions  come  out,  and  continue  dojng  fo 
daily,  for  4,  5,  or  even  6  days  fucceffively ; 
preceded  fometimes  by  a  flight  pain  in  the 
head,  though  more  frequently  they  appear 
without  any  new  difliurbance.  Thefe  are 
generally  few  in  number,  Ihort-liv’d,  and 

H  2  ■  feldom 
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feldom  come  to  maturity.  But  I  have  feen 
.  four  cafes,  in  each  of  which,  after  a  cef- 
fation  of  complaints,  and  an  appearance  of 
few  puftules,  the  eruptive  ftage  of  the  dif- 
eafe  was  thought  to  be  over,  yet  in  two  or 
three  days  a  frefh  fit  of  fever  has  attacked 
the  patients,  and  after  a  fiiort  illnefs  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  new  puftules  has  broke  out,  far  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  firfi:  number,  and  thefe  re¬ 
mained,  and  maturated  completely.  In- 
^  fiances  of  this  kind  may  be  found  among 
the  cafes  annexed*. 

Some  of  my  own  patients,  and,  as  I  am 
credibly  informed,  of  other  inoculators  in 
this  way,  have  had  confiderable  eruptions 
of  this  kind  after  they  returned  home; 
which  have  probably  given  occafion  for  the 
reports  of  feveral  having  had  the  difeafe 
again  in  the  natural  way  after  inoculation. 
But  that  thefe  reports  are  ill-grounded, 
will  appear  'from  this  obfervation,  to  wit, 
that  in  all  the  cafes  of  this  fort  which  have 
occurred  in  my  own  practice,  or,  as  far  as 
I  can  learn,  in  that  of  others,  the  fecond 
or  latter  crop  of  puftules  has  always  hap-

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.pened^  within  the  time  ufually  allowed  for 
the  progrefs  of  the  fmall-pox  from  inocu¬ 
lation,  and  before  the  inflammation  on  the 
arm  has  ceafed,  and  fooner  than  they  could 
be  fuppofed  to  be  produced  by  infeftion 
taken  in  the  natural  way ;  and  whenever  it 
has  happened,  it  has  been  to  perfons  in 
whom,  after  a  flight  eruption,  and  abate¬ 
ment  of  fymptoms,  the  difeafe  has  prema¬ 
turely  been  judged  to  be  quite  over,  and 
they  have  therefore  been  permitted  to  re¬ 
turn  to  their  families. 

It  will  doubtlefs  be  afked,  how  cafes  of 
this  kind  fhould  ever  happen  ainong  thole 
who  return  home  as  cured  ?  To  which  I 
anfwer.  That  it  is  no  unufual  thin^  for  in- 
duftrious  men,  after  a  flight  eruption,  and 
celTation  of  all  complaints,  to  afle  leave  to 
'  return  home  to  their  occupations  and  fa¬ 
milies  ;  and  where  it  has  been  thought  that 
no  danger  would  accrue  to  others,  their 
requeft  has  been  often  granted ;  for  the 
phyficiaii  no  more  than  the'  patient  can 
forefee  when  thefe  accidents  fiiall  follow ; 
but  it  may  be  ohferved  here,  that  in  all 
thefe  cafes  of  my  own  knowledge,  very  re¬ 
pellent 
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pellent  methods  have  been  ufed  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  ;  and  a  more  generous  diet,  or 
greater  exercife  afterwards,  has  feemed  to 
contribute  to  this  fecondary  eruption. 

Before  I  conclude  this  chapter,  it  maybe 
'  proper  to  obferve,  that  inoculated  patients, 
in  fome  ftage  or  other  of  the  difeafe,  may 
poffibly  be  attacked  with  difeafes  altogether 
independant  of  the  fmall-pox ;  fuch,  for 
inftance,  as  may  arife  from  worms,  or  be 
the  epidemick  of  the  feafony  or  fach  as  the 
patient  may  by  conftitution  be  fubjedt  to  ; 
and  fome  cafes  of  this  fort  will  be  found

I  Shall  nowconiider  the  confequences  that 
follow  this  very  cool  and  repelling  me¬ 
thod,  and  how  far  the  patient’s  future  ftate 
of  health  may  be  affedled  by  a  praftice  fo 

-  new,  and  oppofite  to  all  eftablifhed  theory. 

[ 

I  need  not  fay  how  much  it  has  been 

thought  right,  in  moffc  or  all  eruptive 

complaints,  efpecially  in  the  fmall-pox,  to 

forward,  by  every  gentle  means,  the  efforts 

of  nature  in  producing  an  eruption :  and  on 

the  contrary,  how  dangerous  to  check  it, 

either  by  cold  air,  cold  drink,  or  any  con- 

liderable  evacuations  ;  or  that  the  ufe  of 

warm  diluents  therefore,  and  the  lying  in 

bed,  efpecially  if  the  fever  and  fymptoms 
# 

run  high,  or  at  leaf!  confining  to  the  houfe, 
have  been  generally  approved  and  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  purpofe.  But  when  a  prac¬ 
tice  fo  foreign  to  this,  and  almoft  totally 
diffe'rent,  is  inculcated;  it  is  no  wonder  if 
mens  minds  are  alarmed,  and  thofe  evils 

'  '  expefted 


» 
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expefted  that  were  fuppofed  to  be  the  un-  ^ 
avoidable  confeqiiences  of  it,

» 

Experience,  however,  and  inftances  of  fo 
many  thoufands  fucceeding  by  this  method, 
without  any  confiderable  bad  effects  from  it, 
either  immediate  or  remote,  are  irreliftible 
arguments  for  its  fupport  and  juftification, 
and  the  beft  proof  of  its  utility  and  fafety, 

I  have  faid,  without  any  confiderable  bad 
eifecfs ;  for  in  reality  I  have  feen  none  that 
deferve  that  name,  if  compared  with  what 
fometimes  follow  the  natural  fmall-pox,  or 
frequently  happen  after  the  old  method  of 
inoculation.

Every  one  who  has  had  any  fliare  in  this 
practice  according  to  the  common  or  old 
methods,  will  allow,  that  after  paffing  ' 
through  the  difeafe  in  a  very  favourable 
manner,  their  patients  (children  efpecially) 
were  frequently  liable  to  abfceffes  in  the 
axilla  and  other  parts,  tedious  ophthalmies, 
and  troublefome  ulcerations  in  the  place 
of  infertion;  which  though  they  could  not 
be  forefeen  or  prevented,  yet  frequently 
gave  more  pain  and  vexation  to  the  pa¬ 
tients. 


i 
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lletits,  and  trouble  to  the  operator,  tliarl 
the  difeafe  itfelf  had  done  :  whereas  on 
Inquiry  into  the  fate  of  thofe  who  have 
been  treated  in  the  Co  oh  way,  or  this  new 
method,  I  can  fay,  that  in  more  than  1500 
there  has  been  only  one  who  has  had  fo 
much  as  a  boil  in  the  axilla  5  and  that  was 
in  a  child  who  had  an  iffue  in  the  fame 
arm,  and  which  was  at  that  time  dried 
up  ^  and  I  have  only  feen  two  very  fmall 
fuperficial  boils  in  others  near  the  place  of 
infertio'n  5  and  thefe  feemed  rather  to  be 
occafioned  by  an  irritation  from^  the  dif- 
charge,  than  from  any  oth^r  caufe,  and 
W’ere  ail  foon  healed  with  very  little  trouble* 

In  a  few  inft ances  alfo  there  has  been  a 
Hough  in  the  incifed  part,  wiuch  has  made 
a  fore  of  fhort  duration  ;  but  not  one  iii^ 
ftance  of  an  ulcer  of  any  continuance; 
Such  little  breakings  out  too>  and  fcabs, 
as  are  frequently  known  to  fucceed  the 
mild  natural  fmall-pOx,  fometimes,  though 
i^arely,  happen  to  thofe  inoculated  this 
way;  and  as  they  are  of  the  fame  little  coii-^ 
fequence,  are  generally  cured  by  the  fame 
method  of  a  few  gentle  purges^. 

1  .  With 
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With  regard  to  ophthalmies  from  thi$ 
kind  of  pra6lice,  I  have  never  had  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  one  truly  deferving  that  name  ; 
the  coats  of  the  feye  have  been  a  little  in¬ 
flamed  in  a  very  few,  but  they  foon  became 
clear,  without  any  means  ufed  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  And  I  know  but  two  cafes  where  I 
thought  the  inflammation  great  enough  to 
require  bleeding,  and  not  one  where  a  biifr 
ter  was  neceflary.  So  that  thefe  complaints, 

'  heretofore  fo  frequent  and  grievous,  feem 
by  this  new  method  to  be  much  re¬ 
duced  :  a  circumllance  which,  if  it  does  not 
amount  to  a  proof,  admits  at  leaft  of  a 
fair  conjedlure,  that  the  flate  of  health  is 
better  here,  than  where  thofe  remains  of 
putridity  are  fo  evidently  exifting  in  the 
^hablt. 

Difcoveries  in  phyflc,  as  In  every  other 
fcience,  are  in  their  infancy  liable  to  cen- 
fure  and  oppofition ;  and  as  the  prefent 
fyftem  of  inoculation  is  of  fo  extraordinary 
a  kind,  it  would  not  be  ftrange  if  a  greater 
portion  of  both  than  ufual  fhould  fall  to  its 
fliare.  Accordingly,  fince  no  charge  of  fa¬ 
tality  during  the  difeafe,  nor  inllances  of 

bad 
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bad  effefts  foon  after  the  recovery,  can  be 
produced,  recourfe  has  been  had  to  other 
meafures  to  calumniate  and  difcredit  the 
praftice.  It  would  be  tedious  to  enter  into 
a  detail  of  the  many  falfe  and  ridiculous  re¬ 
ports  that  have  been  fpread  agairift  it.  In 
general,  the  .conflitiition  is  faid  to  be  in¬ 
jured  ;  and  the  dreadful  effefts  are  to  appear 
at  fome  diftant  period ;  but  at  what  time, 
or  what  kind  of  difeafe,  nobody  pretends 
to  determine..  To  thefe  general  accufa^ 
tions  it  cannot  be  expected  I  iliouM  give 
other  than  a  general  anfwer;  which  is,  that 
from  the  ftridleft  obfervation  and  inquiry  I 
have  been  able  to  make,  thofe  who  have 
been  inoculated  in  this  way,  have  continu¬ 
ed  to  enjoy  as  good  a  ftate  of  health  as 
their  neighbours ;  nay,  many  of  them  have 
thought  their  conftitutions  better  after  the 
procefs  than  before. 

But  it  feems  as  if  thefe  oppofers  expedled 
that  inoculation  fliould  not  only  free  the  in¬ 
oculated  from  the  fmalL  pox,  and  any  early 
bad  efFe<3:s,bvit  muftpreferve  them  too  from 
all  other  diforders  through  the  reft  of  their 
lives.  To  fuch  I  can  fay  nothing  :  but  if 

I  z  '  Others 
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others  who  are  more  reafoiiable  require 
further  fatisfadion  as  to  the  confequences 
of  this  method,  I  rnuft  define  them  to.  make 
inquiry  of  thofe  who  have  been  inoculated 
xinder  my  diredion, 

*  Another  charge  againfl  this  rnethod  of  in¬ 
oculation  is,  that  fome  have  had  the  diftem- 
per  afterwards  in  the  natural  way.  What 
I  have  faid  under  the  head  of  anomalous 
fmall-pox,  will  I  believe  fufiiciendy  ac¬ 
count  for  the  appearances  which  have  oc- 
cafioned  thefe  falfe  reports ;  and  if  that- 
does  not  fatisfy,  I  can  only  add  this  poiitive 
declaration,  that  nothing  of  the  kind  ha^ 
ever  happened  to  aqy  patient  inoculated  by 
me  ^  and  I  firmly  believe,  no  one  has  ever 
had,  or  can  have,  the  diftemper  a  fecond 
time,  either  in  the  natural  way  pr  fron^ 
iaqcii|ation.

^  “^HE  very  great  relief  which  perfons 


M  under  inoculation  experience  from 
frejfli  air,  cold  water,  and  evacuations  by 
ftool,  during  the  fever  preceding  erup¬ 
tion,  foon  determined  rne  to  make  trial 
how  far  the  like  treatment  might  be  ufeful 
to  thofe  who  might  be  feized  with  the 
fmall-pox  in  the  natural  way ;  more  efpe- 
^ially  in  fuch  cafes^  where,  from  the  vio^ 
lence  of  the  fymptoms,  a  confluent  kind 
was  juftly  to  be  apprehended. 

But  opportunities  pf  making  experiments 
of  this  fort  in  a  fatisfadlory  manner  are  rare. 

becaufe  a  phyfician,  or  even  medical 
alliiiance  of  any  kind,  is  not  often  called  in 
till  the  eruption  lliew^  itfelf  j  when  it  is  too 
late  to  expeft  all  the  good  effedts  that  might 
be  hopedforfrom  an  earlier  trial  of  this  me¬ 
thod;  and  fecondly,  becaufe  the  firll  attack 
of  the  fmall-pox  is  fo  much  like  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  fome  other  fevers  as  not  eafily  to 
be  diitinguiflied ;  diough  a  diligent  atten¬ 


tion 
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tion  to  the  fymptoms,  will  generally,  If  we 
are  called  in  time,  enable  ns  to  farm  'a 
pretty  certain  prognoftic.  For  if  the  at¬ 
tack  of  the  cold  fit  be  pretty  fcvere,  and  the 
fubfequent  fever  uniifaally  high ;  if  a  naufea 
and  vomiting  fnccced,  together  with  great 
pains  in  the  head,  hack,  and  loins,  efpe^ 
cially  the  laft ;  if  a  delirium,  great  reftleff- 
nefs,  difagreeable  tafte  in  the  mouth,  and 
a  peculiar  foetid  fmeli  in  the  breath,  or  even 
if  feveral  of  thefe  fymptoms  are  obferved, 
the  fmall-pox  may  with  great  reafon  be  ex- 
peded^-and  if  upon  inquiry,  which  Ihould 
always  be  made,  it  appears  that  the  pa-- 
tient  has  been  in  the  way  of  infe.dion,  there 
will  be  little  reafon  to  doubt  of  it. 

It  may  be  objefted,  that  notwithftanding 
the  clofeft  attention  and  inquiry,  fymptoms 
of  the  like  nature  may  precede  fevers  of 
other  kinds  ;  to  which  I  anfwer,  that  feme 
fuch  cafes,  though  few,  have  happened ;  and 
the  treatment  I  am  about  to  recommend  has 
been  pradifednot  only  without  prejudice  to 
the  patient,  but  manifeilly  to  his  benefit. 

But  weaving  for  the  prefent  all  confide-* 
rations  refpedingthe  treatment  of  fevers  in 

general. 
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general,  I  iliall  only  relate  what  has  occun 
to  me  in  refpect  to  the  natural  fmall-pox. 


In  feveral  inftances  where  I  have  been, 
concerned,  and  where  the  fymptoms  and 
other  concurring  circumftances  induced  me 
to  think  the  fmall-pox  was  at  hand,  I  have 
diredled  the  like  management  as  I  recom¬ 
mend  to  inoculated  patients 


I  have  been  called  alfo  to  others  at  the 
time  of  eruption,  where  fome  puftules  hav¬ 
ing  already  appeared,  made  the  matter  clear  5 
and  in  every  cafe  of  this  kind,  I  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  get  the  fick  perlbn  into  the 
open  air,  have  generally  given  the  mercurial 
and  antimonial  pill,  and  direfled  a  laxa¬ 
tive  to  be  taken  fome  hours  after  it,  iii 


order  to  procure  three  or  four  ftools  ;  and 
this  method  I  have  more  particularly  en¬ 


joined,  and  fometiiiies  repeated  where  the 


kind  has  appeared  to  be  bad,  and  where 

little  or  no  relief  has  been  found  from  the 

.1; 

partial  eruption ;  the  lymptoms  continuing 
to  be  fuch  as  portended  great  danger.  I  have 
followed  the;  fame  method  during  every

part 
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|)art  of  the  eruptive  fever,  intending  thefe^ 
by  to  abate  its  violence,  to  check  the  erup^ 
tion,  and  prevent  the  conflux,  and  confer 
quently  the  danger^. 

The  fuccefs  attending  this  pradice  has 
hitherto  exceeded  my  expedations;  though 
it  muft  be  confeffed,  that  as  the  fymptoms 
run  much  higher  in  the  naturah  than 
they  are  found  to  do  in  the  inoculated 
difeafe,  the  relief  has  not  been  fo  confider« 
able ;  and  I  h^ve  found  it  extremely  diffi¬ 
cult  to  perfuade  fuch  whofe  complaints 
have  been  very  fevere,  to  quit  tlieii*'  beds^ 
and  attempt  to  go  abroad  2  indeed  the  ex¬ 
ceeding  feeble  ftate  they  are  fometimes  in^ 
fufficiently  ffiews  that  great  refolution  is 
requifite  to  put  this  in  pradlice. 

Among  thofe  who  have  been  treated  in 
this  manner  under  my  own  care  and  in- 
fpeclion,  not  one  has  died,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  amounts  to  about  40.  §ome  of  the 
moft  remarkable  cafes  v/ill  be  fubjoined^

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which  will  more  fatisfaflorlly  explain  the 
pradice,  and  demonilrate  its  fuccefs.

The  immediate  fenlible  effedis  of  going 
into  the  open  air,  are  a  very  great  abated 
'ment  of  heat  upon  the  whole  furface  of  the 
Ikin,  which  though  but  juft  before  intenfely 
hot,  generally  in  a  fhort  time  feels  not  much 
warmer  than  that  of  a  perfon  in  health* 

'  The  pulfe  from  being  very  ftrong,  fulP,  and 
quick,  becomes  lefs  hard  and  full,  but  con¬ 
tinues  quick,'  and  I  have  fometimes  ob- 
ferved  it  to  intermit ;  which,  however 
"alarming  it  may  feem,  is  not  a  dangerous 
fymptom. 

'  f 

The  pain  in  the  head  is  alwaj^s  relieved, 
but  that  in  the  back  and  loins  does  not 
abate  in  proportion :  and  altho'  it  cofts  no 
little  pain  and  trouble  to  perhfc  in  moving  * 
abroad  under  fuch  circumftances,  attended 
for  the  moft  part  with  great  laflitude,  yet 
:the  patients  are  fenfible  of  the  benefits  they 
receive:  and  entertaining  a  good  opinion  of 
the  ufefulnefs  of  the  practice,  commonly 
.  K  behave 
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.behave  with  great  refolution-;  and  what  is 
very  encouraging,  in  general  think  them- 
felves  ftronger. 

Upon  going  within  doors  to  reft  them- 
felves,  the  pain  in  the  head  grows  worfe, 
bat  is  again  relieved  fo  foon  as  they  return 
into  the  air. 

\ 

The  effedts  of  the  medicines  are  ufually 
thefe : 

If  there  has  been  much  ftcknefs  at  fto- 
mach,  a  vomiting  frequently  happens  foon 
after  the  pill :  this  the  patients  Ihould  pro¬ 
mote  by  drinking  plentifully  of  forne  warm 
diluents;  and  till  the  fatigue “occafioned  by 
it  is  over,  they  certainly  ought  not  to  go 
abroad. 

By  this  operation,  and  the  ftools  which 
fucceed,  the  feverifh  and  internal  heat, 
third:,  ficknefs,  and  pains,  are  for  the  moft 
part  confiderably  abated.  The  patients 
commonly  complain  of  being  very  low  and 
faint  after  thefe  evacuations ;  but  the  moft 

urgent 
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urgent  iymptoms  being  alleviated  thereby,  a 
difpolition  to  receive  nouridiment  hourly 
increafes.  They  are  then  allowed  to  drink, 
thin  mutton  or  chicken  broth,  milk  pottage, 
or  tea,  as  the  moft  grateful  and  refrefhing 
cordial  fuftenance  they  can  take.  Sleep  like- 
wife  now  moft  commonly  comes  on  fpon- 
taneoully.  But  they  are  only  permitted  to 
enjoy  this  refreftiment  by  day  upon  the  bed  ^ 
for  I  always  diiTuade  them  from  going  into 
it  till  night.

From  the  foregoing  account  it  appears, 
that  the  fever  preceding  eruption,  and  the" 
moft  grievous  fymptoms  accompanying  it, 
are  often  greatly  mitigated  by  this  prac¬ 
tice  j  and  I  will  here  add,  that  the  eruption  , 
is  moft  certainly  retarded,  that  is,  it  does 
not  appear  fo  foon  after  the  attack  of  the 
difeafe,  nor  come  out  fo  precipitately  when 
it  has  begun  to  appear,  as  it  feemed  likely 
to  have  done  if  the  natural  progrefs  had  not 
been  interrupted;  an  eifedl,  which,  how¬ 
ever  dangerous  it  may  have  been  thought, 
may  be  produced  with  the  utmoft  fafety,  and 
clearly  fhews  the  utility  of  the  pradlice. 
d  ^  ^  ^  K  2  For 


! 
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For  it  is  evident  from  experience,  that  the 
la^er  the  eruption  fhews  itfe’f  after  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  diTeafe,  and  the  flower  it 
comes  out,  the  more  mild  and  favourable 
is  the  fubfequent  diforder.  And  I  am  of  ^ 
opinion,  that  the  eruption  is  not  only  re¬ 
tarded  and  protraded  by  this  method,  but 
likewife  that  it  is  in  fome  degree  repreffed ; 
having  had  ftrong  reafons  to  apprehend  in 
feveral  inftances,  that  the  number  of  puf-^ 
tules  which  appeared  at  firft,  were  by  fach 
repreffion  adtually  diminifhedj  and  thofe. 
that  remained  feemed  larger,  and  of  a  milder 
kind. 

What  has  hitherto  been  faid  on  the  fub- 
jeft,  relates  only  to  the  difeafe  in  its  erup¬ 
tive  ftate,  which  is  certainly  a  very  intereft- 
ing  period ;  but  that  which  follows,  is  not 
lefs  fo,  though  not  always  attended  to  fo 
’  much  as  it  deferves^  for  when  the  eruption 
is  completed,  the  fymptorns  abate,  the  pa¬ 
tients  feem  relieved,  and  often  to  fuch  a 
degree,  that  both  they,  and  their  attend¬ 
ants,  flatter  themfelves  with  hopes  of  a 
happy  event,  and  think  it  unneceffary  to

apply  for  any  medical  alliftance ;  yet  with 
all  thefe  hopeful  appearances,  the  number 
and  kind  of  the  fmall-pox  are  frequently 
fuch,  as  would  make  a  judicious  pradlitioner 
apprehenfive  of  much  danger  in  the  fubfe- 
quent  ftages. 

And  where  the  praftitioners  themfelves 
-may  fee  reafon  to  doubt  of  the  event,  yet  few 
or  none  of  them  have  attempted,  I  believe, 
to  do  much  towards  preventing  the  danger^ 
for,  unlefs  fome  preffing  fymptpms  call  for 
immediate  rehef,  it  is  the  general  praftice  to 
wait  till  maturation  comes  on,  and  brings 
with  it  fuch  a  train  of  dreadful  complaints, 
as  are  more  than  enough  to  employ,  and  too 
often  baffle,  the  beft  abilities. 

In  this  negledted  interval,  from  the  erup¬ 
tion  being  completed,  to  the  acceffion  of 
the  fever  of  maturation,  and  its  concomi¬ 
tants  (an  interval  which  in  point  of  duration 
is  very  different  in  different  conftitutions 
and  kinds  of  fmall-pox) ;  I  will  venture  in 
general  to  recommend  the  fame  mercurial 
antimonial  medicine  as  was  prefcribed  in 

the 
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the  eruptive  fever;  to  be  repeated  at  proper 
intervals,  till  the  maturation  advances ;  at 
which  time  it  muft  certainly  be  difcon ti¬ 
nned  :  and  thefe  circumftances  can  be  regu¬ 
lated  only  by  thofe  who  attend,  according 
to  the  urgency  of  the  fymptoms,  and  the 
ftrength  of  the  patients:  a  cupful  of  the 
following  apozem  iliould,  if  neceffary,  be 
now-and-then  taken  after  the  mercurial 
medicine,  often  enough  to  procure  three  or 
four  fcools  a  day,  efpecially  if  the  patient  is 
coftive.

Take  cream  of  tartar,  two  drachms;  of 
manna,  one  ounce ;  diflblve  them  in  one

How  far  it  may  be  fafe  or  advifable  for 
the  patients  to  venture  out  into  the  open  air 
during  this  'ftage  of  the  difeafe,  I  will  not 
yet  pretend  to  fay ;  but  they  will  certainly' 
be  both  refreilied  and  invigorated,  by  being 
kept  out  of  bed  as  much  as  they  can  bear, 
without  being  overfatigued ;  and  by  frefh* 
air  let  in  fometimes  through  an  open  win¬ 
dow. 


As 
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As  the  violence  of  the  eruptiv'e  fever  with 
its  attendant  complaints  muft  neceffarily 
exhauft  the  ftrength  and  fpirits,  both  fliould 
.in  this  interval  be  recruited,  by  as  much 
proper  nourifhment  (fuch  as  has  been  men* 
tioned  in  the  former  part  of  this  chapter) 
as  can  be  taken  doyvn  without  offending 
the  ftomach ;  and  alfo  if  occafion  requires, 
with  medicines  of  a  cordial  and  anodyne 
quality ;  for  this  is  the  time  to  recover  as 
much  ftrength  as  poffible,  in  order  to  be 
better  able  to  encounter  and  bear  the  pain 
and  fever,  which  will  moft  certainly  hap¬ 
pen,  as  the  ftate  of  maturation  advances. 

Medicines,  except  what  have  been  already 
mentioned,  feem  at  this  time  unneceffary; 
and  they  would  interfere  with,  and  prevent 
the  true  relifti  for,  food.

But  for  the  beft  method  of  treating  the 
fmall-pox  in  its  moft  dangerous  ftage,  I 
mean  that  of  maturation,  I  muft  refer  to 
the  fevcral  learned  and  eminent  pradlition- 
ers  who  have  profeffedly  written  upon  the 
fubjedl,  whofe  opinions  and  pradlice  I  nei¬ 
ther  pretend  to  corredl  or  amend.  I  fhali 

however 
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however  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  one 
medicine  to  be  ufed  in  that  ftage  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  which  I  have  found  to  abate  heat,  and 
allay  thirft,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  afford  a 
very  pleafing  refrefhment. 

Take  of  the  weak  fpirit  of  vitriol  one  part, 
of  the  fweet  fpirit  of  vitriol  two  parts  > 
mix.  Of  this  the  quantity  of  half  an 
ounce  may  be  added  to  a  quart,  or  per¬ 
haps  three  pints  of  barley  water,  or  the 
peftoral  drink,  or  any  other  diluent,  and 
to  be  drank  of  at  pleafure. 

I  have  at  prefent  nothing  farther  to  re¬ 
commend;  but  what  has  been  faid  will'I 
prefume  be  fufhcient  with  the  cafes  an.- 
nexed  (in  which  the  method  will  be  more 
plainly  defcribed)  to  juftify  further  trials  of 
the  cooling,  repelling,  and  evacuating  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  beginning  at  lead;  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  fmall-pox,  till  the  eruption  is  completed, 
efpecially  where  the  phylician  has  an 
opportunity  of  making  the  trial  before  the 
eruption  appears,  and  can  be  pretty  certain, 
or  has  good  rcafon  to  conclude,  that  his 

patient’s 
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patient’s  diforder  is  variolous.  And  tlid  more 
violent  the  fymptoms  are  in  this  ftage  of 
the  difeafe,  the  more  we  Ihiould  be  induced 
to  employthe  means  which  have  been  at¬ 
tended  with  fo  much  fuccefs,  in  the  fame 
ftage  of  the  difeafe  after  inoculation. 

But  It  may  be  afked,  if  I  was  called  to  a 
patient  in  a  bad  confluent  fmall-pox,  and 
finding  the  eruption  completed,  whether 
in  fuch  a  cafe  1  ftiould  venture  to  give  and 
continue  the  ufe  of  the  alterative  and 
purgative  medicine,  and  advife  the  patient 
to  go  out,  if  he  can  bear  it,  into  the  open 
air,  in  cold  weather,  or  direct  air  to  be  let 
in  through  a  window  even  while  the  mer¬ 
curial  purge  may  be  operating  ? 


Befofe  I  give  a  diredt  anfwer  to  this  quef- 
tion,  let  me  firft  afle  the  mofl:  experienced 
'praditioner,  whether  he  knows  any  method 
of  cure  which  may  in  bad  cafes  be  fafely 
relied  on,  to  avert  the  impending  danger, 
and  fave  his  patients?  The  too  v/ell  known 
fatality  of  all  kinds  of  fmall-pox,  very 
clearly  proves  that  he  does  not,  and  that  nd 

L  fuch 
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filch  mo^Iiodhas  yet  been  difcoverfed.  And 
if  this  be  the  cafe,  furely  a  bold,  and  even 
hazardous  pradtice,  is  very  j  uftifiable  to- 
y/ards  anyfuch  unhappy  patients,  who  lie  as 
it  were  under  feiitence  of  a  cruel  death,  not 
to  be  prevented  by  what  are  called  the  re¬ 
gular  and  iifiial  methods.  But  ftill  it  may 
be  uraed,  that  no  imnendinff  dano-er,  how- 
ever  great,  can  fufficiently  juftify  the  trial 
of  any  hazardous  experiment,  unlefs  fap- 
ported  by  fome  degree  of  7'eafo7i  or  ex- 
pejxence.  Happy,  indeed,  it  is,  when  we 
have  tliefe  two  guides  before  us  i  but  when 
they  are  feparated,  the  latter  is  certainly 
moft  to  be  relied  on,  and  her  I  have  endea¬ 
voured  hitherto  to  follow. 

For  ill  the  pradiice  of  inoculation  expe¬ 
rience  has  taught  me^  that  after,  as  well  as 
before,  the  eruption,  perfons  may  fafely 
take  mercurial  purges,  and  go  out  during 
their  operation  (though  I  havefeldom  advi- 
fed  any  to  do  fo)  into  the  cold  air,in  inclemen  t 
weather,  without  fuffering  the  leaf!:  harm 
or  fubfequent  ill  confequence  from  it.  And 
by  this  experience  I  was  led,  though  with 
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great  caution^  to  try  whether  the  fame  prac¬ 
tice  might  not  be  fafely  employed  in  the  cure 
of  the  natural  fmali-pox,  as  well  as  the  ino¬ 
culated  ;  nor  have  the  trials  been  unfiiccefsr; 
ful ;  for  though  among  the  patients  I  have 
treated  in  this  manner,  fome  had  confluent 
forts,  yet  were  the  complaints  unufually 
moderate  throughout  the  whole  progrefs 
of  the  difeafe,  and  the  maturation  was 
comnleted,  without  fucli  troubiefome  and 
alarming  fymptoms  and  events,  as  might 
be  expedted  under  any  other  known  me¬ 
thod  of  treatment ;  nor  did  any  fecondary 
fever  enfue. 

I  would  not,  however,  be  uiiderftood  to 
entertain  fo  good  an  opinion  of  this  method, 
as  to  infinuate  that  it  will  fave  all  who  have 
the  bad  confluent  kind;  too  many  of  thefe 
are  incurable ;  but  I  am  not  without  hopes, 
that  it  may  give  a  chance  ©f  recovery,  hi^ 
therto  untried,  to  many ;  and  even  if  this 
alterative  and  evacuating  courfe  in  the  early 
part  of  the  difeafe  diould  not  fucceed,  fo 
as  to  avert  the  approaching  danger,  I  think 
there  is  great  reafon  tofuppofe  th^t  nourifli- 
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ment,  cordials,  and  opiates,  wliich  may_be 
wanted  in  the  ftate  of  maturation,  will  be 
adminifteredwith  more  advantage  andfecu- 
rity  after  it,  than  if  that  method  had  not 
been  previoufly  taken. 

It  feems  necelFary,  however,  to  declare, 
that  nothingyvhich  liss  been  faidis  meant  to 
relate  to  practice  in  the  bleeding  or  purple 
fmalhpox  j  though  very  cold  repellent  me^ 
thods  may  perhaps  def^rve  to  be  tried  in 
thefe  hitherto  fatal  cafes,  provided  it  can  be 
done  early;  but  the  mercurial  evacuating 
courfe  feems  quite  improper. 

Upon  the  whole,  what  has  been  faid  on 
the  natural  fmall-pox,  muft  wait  the  award 
of  time  and  experience,  the  only  tefts  of 
the  utility  of  any  practice ;  for  I  have  lived 
long  enough  to  have  feen  feveral  inftances 
where  very  ingenious  and  well-meaning 
mfyii  have  been  greatly  miftaken,  by  relying 
too  much  on  the  firft  impreffions  ma,de  by 
§  fuccefsful  experiments? 


CONCLUSION. 


✓ 

Before  I  dlfmifs  the  fubjea,  it  may 

not  be  Improper  to  give  fome  account 
of  the  motives  that  induced  me  to  adopt 
this  method. 

During  the  courfe  of  many  years  pradice 
of  inoculating  in  the  former  ufual  method, 
I  generally  committed  to  writing  the  moll 
remarkable  occurrences,  to  have  recourle 
to.  Among  thefe,  I  had  recorded  fome 
cafes,  which  proved  that  thofe  who  had 
fuffered  moft,  were,  in  general,  fuch  as 
had  been  kept  warm,  and  nurfed  v/ith  the 
ereateft  tendernefs  and  care.  Thefe  fads 
difpofed  me  to  think  favourably  of  a  cooler 
manner  of  treating  the  difeafe,  and  made  me 
attentive  to  the  reports  of  fuch  a  method 
having  been  pradifed  in  fome  parts  of  this 
country  with,  great  fuccefs,^  though  too  ex-* 
travagant  at  firft  to  deferve  credit. 
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The  reports^  however,  of  diispraclice  iai^ 
gained  ground ;  and,  upon  the  ftricteft  en¬ 
quiry,  I  found  they  were  for  the  moft  part 
true,  and  that  fuch  who  were  treated  in  this 
way,  pafled  through  the  diftemper  in  a  more 
favourable  manner  than  my  own  patients, 
or  thofe  of  the  mofl:  able  praditicners  in. 
the  old  method  of  inoculation  f  alfo,  that 
the  inoculators  in  this  new  way  enjoined  a 
ifrifter  regimen,  as  to  diet,  than  I  had  hi¬ 
therto  thought  neceflary  ^  and  that  they 
frequently  brought  their  uninfedled  patients 
into  the  prefence  of  thofe  who  had  the 
difeafe,  and  inoculated  them  immediately 
with  fluid  matter,  taken  on  the  point  of  a 
lancet,  and  by  a  very  flight  pundture  or 
inciiion ;  applying  no  drelEng  or  covering 
afterwards. 

This  way  of  performing  the  operation 
pleafed  me^  as  far  as  related  to  the  flight- 
nefs  of  the  incifion,  and  the  ufe  of  frelh 
matter  3  for  I  had  (in  common  with  other 
inoculators)  fometimes  failed  of  infecling, 
byufing  a  thread  that  had  been  kept  too  long 
m  a  phial :  but  tte  circumftance  of  bring- 
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ing  the  perfon  to  be  inoculated  into  the 
prefence  .of  one  who  had  the  fmail-pox 
feemed  hazardous,  lefl  there  might  be  an 
accumulation  of  infedlion^ 

All  doubts,  however, were  at  lafi;  removed 
by  the  authenticated  accounts  that  I  rece  ived 
of  thefe  particulars,  and  of  the  good  fuccefs 
that  attended  the  praftice^  and  I  began 
.  to  try  it  in  January  1765  ;  when,  after 
having  direded  a  ftridh  regimen  and  forne 
mercurial  purges,  I  inoculated  with  fluid 
matter,  proceeding  with  much  circumfpec- 
tion  and  attention  s  my  patients  being  ex- 
pofed  to  the  open  air  in  that  cold  feafon. 
The  great  advantage  they  received  from 
this  treatment  was  foot!  apparent,  aiid’more 
than  futhcient  to  encourage  my  continu¬ 
ance  in  the  praftice ;  till  repeated  experi¬ 
ments  induced  me  to  think,  that  inftead  of 
fuppofing  the  fever  in  the  fmall-pox  to  be 
the  inftrument  employed  by  nature  to  fiib- 
diie  and  expel  the  variolous  poifon,  we 
fliould  rather  confider  it  as  her  greatefl: 
enemy,  which,  if  not  vigoroiilly  reftrained, 
?s  apt  to  produce  much  danger;  and  that 

all 
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all  fuch  means  fhould  be  ufed  as  are  m'oft 
likely  to  controulits  violence,and  extinguifli 
the  too  great  fervor  of  the  blood.  Purfaant 
to  this  opinion,  befides  keeping  my  patients 
in  the  open  air,  which  I  had  learned  from 
others,  I  firft  directed  the  mercurial  and 
antinionial  medicine,  and  the  laxative  courfe 
in  the  eruptive  date ;  the  manner  of  ad- 
miniftering  which,  and  the  fuccefs  attend¬ 
ing,  has  been  already  related. 

It  may  perhaps  appear  fingular  that  bleed¬ 
ing  has  neither  been  once  mentioned  or  di- 
redled  in  the  courfe  of  this  work, though  by 
general  confent  it  is  allowed  to  be  the  moft 
efficacious  remedy  in  all  inflammatory  cafes. 
To  this  I  can  only  fay,  that  the  regimen 
and  medicine  above  prefcribed  commonljr 
reduce  the  patients  fo  much  as  to  render 
bleeding  unneceflary.  And  in  the  natural 
fmalkpox  it  feemed  mofi:  reafonable  to  ad¬ 
here,  as  ftridllyas  poffible,  to  thofe  meafures 
which  had  contributed  apparently  fo  much 
towards  palling  fo  eaiily  through  inocula¬ 
tion.  I  doubt  not,  however,  that  cafes  will 

arife. 
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arife,  in  which  bleeding  may  not  only  be 
fafe,  bat  extremely  falutary. 

\ 

It  will,  I  hope,  be  neediefs  to  tell  the 
reader,  that  I  have  difclofed  the  whole  of 
what  I  know  with  certainty  relative  to  this 
procefs,  as  the  regimen,  medicines,  different 
types  of  the  difeafe,  the  rules  of  prognoftic, 
and  various  events,  &c.  are  fully  and  faith¬ 
fully  related,  according  to  the  beft  of  my 
judgment  and  experience.  And  I  believe,  if ' 
the  method  now  recommended  is  carefully 
purfued,  it  will  be  found  to  anfwer  with  a 
fuccefs  at  leaft  equal  to  any  yet  difcovered. 
Never thelefs  it  is  reafonable  to  fuppofe  that 
further  experience  may  produce  fome  im¬ 
provements;  yet  when  it  is  confidered  how 
fliort  a  time  is  required  for  preparation,  how 
few  medicines  are  to  be  taken,  thofe  medi¬ 
cines,  neither  naufeous  in  themfelves,  nor 
violent  in  their  operation,  of  a  kind  likely 
to  be  beneficial  to  moft  conftitutions,  and 
hurtful  to  none,  unlefs  injudicioufly  admi- 
niftered,  that  the  difeafe  is  ufually  fo  mild 
as  to  require  little  or  no  confinement  (the 
complaints  of  far  the  greater  number  being, , 
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that  they  have  too  little  of  the  diftemper) 
and  that  thedifagreeableconfequences  which 
fornetimes  happened  after  the  former  me¬ 
thod  of  inoculation  are  likevvife  by  this  moft 
commonly  obviated;*!  do  not  fee  that  much 
alteration  can  be  even  wiflied  for.  That 
which  appears  mod  likely  to  be  made,  is  in 
ihortening  the  time  of  preparation  ;  for  as 
I  have  often  been  obliged  to  inoculate  with¬ 
out  any,  and  have  always  had  the  fame  fuc- 
cefs,ithas  inclined  me  to  think,  that  much, 
if  not  the  whole,  of  thisprocefs  may  bedif- 
penfed  with,  except  in  very  full  habits,  or 
where  other  particular  circumftances  may 
require  it.  But  in  all  thefe  cafes,  from  the 
iiifertion  of  the  matter  to  the  time  of  the 
eruptive  complaints,  the  patients  have  been 
kept  to  a  clofe  obfervance  of  diet,  and  the 
life  of  the  preparatory  medicines,  propor¬ 
tioned  as  well  as  I  could  to  their  condition: 
for  I  durft  not,  .by  way  of  experiment,  dif- 
penfe  with  the  ufe  of  meafures  that  had 
been  hitherto  fo  fuccefsfuk 

Should  it  beaffeed  then.  To  what  parti¬ 
cular  circumftance’the  fuccefs  is  owing  ?  T 

can 
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can  only  anfwer,  that  although  the  whole 
procefs  may  have  fome  Oiare  in  it,  in  my 
opinion  it  confifts  chiefly  in  the  method  of 
inoculating  with  recent  fluid  matter,  and 
in^the  management  of  the  patients  at  the 
time  of  eruption.  If  thefe  conjeftures  fliould 
be  true,  perhaps  we  ihall  be  found  to  have 
improved  but*  little  upon  th^  judicious  Sy¬ 
denham’s  cool  method  of  treating  the  dif- 
eafe,  and  the  old  Greek  woman’s  method 
of  inoculating  with  fluid  matter  carried 
warm  in  her  fervant’s  bofom. 


CASES. 
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CASE  I. 


Nov.  y4  VERYfrrong, fat,  middle-aged 
23^'  X  ^  man  was  inoculated  with  fluid 
matter,  from  a  perfcn  pretty  full  of  the  na¬ 
tural  fmall-pox,  and  near  the  crifls. 

26th.  He  came  to  me,  that  I  might  in- 
fpedt  the  arm,  which  then  appeared  to  be 
certainly  infedled,  and  very  forward. 

28th.  He  came  to  the  houfe,  and  inform¬ 
ed  me  he  had  been  taken  very  ill  on  the 
26th  in  the  evening,  and  continued  fo  all 
the  next  day.  His  complaints  had  been, 
PTcat  Dains  in  his  head  and  back,  with

heat,  thirfl:,  and  reftleflhefs.  He  was  at 
this  time,  however,  pretty  well;  but  on  in- 
fpeftlng  the  arms,  they  appeared  much  in¬ 
flamed  for  a  confiderable  fpace  round  the 
iiicifion,  <and  the  eryflpelatous  appearance 
^  gradually 
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gradually  extended  itfelf  over  the  greateft 
pajrt  of  the  arms  between  the  elbow  and 
flioulder.  He  now  complained  only  of 
flight  flying  pains  in  his  head  and  limbs, 
but  without  the  leaft  degree  of  fever  :  after 
a  bad  night’s  reft,  'feveral  eruptions  were 
dlfcoveredon  the  hips,  undone  on  the  neck. 
Some  of  thefe  maturated,  others  dried  aw^ay  j; 
and,  upon  the  whole,  the  procedure  was 
fuch  as  would  not  by  any  have  been  called 
variolous,  if  unattended  with  other  circum- 
ftances. 

CASE  IL 

Nov.  23d.]  A  healthy  ftrong  man,  inocu¬ 
lated  at  the  fame  time,  and  from  the  fame 
perfon  with  the  laft,  accompanied  him  alfo 
on  the  26th,  v/hen  the  arm  of  this  patient 
appeared  in  a  very  doubtful  ftate  refpedling 
the  infeiftion.

On  the  28th,  wdien  he  came  to  the  houfe, 
the  ikin  at  the  inciflon  was  difcoloured,  felt 
hard,  feemed  thickened,  but  did  not  appear 
inflamed ;  nor  did  he  allow  it  had  itched,  or 
that  he  had  perceived  any  alteration  in  his 
health.

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Things  remaining  in  this  (late,  I  inocu¬ 
lated  him  again  on  the  30th  in  the  morning, 
being  the  eighth  day  from  the  firft  inocu¬ 
lation.  On  the  evening  of  the  fame  day  he 
complained  of  chillinefs,  attended  with  pain 
in  his  head  and  limbs,  and  paifed  an  iineafy 
night.  Thefe  complaints  lafted  in  a  very 
moderate  degree  foiv  two  days  more,  but 
without  the  leaft  appearance  of  a  fever.  A  ' 
very  few  pimples  were  difeovered  upon  the 
decline  of  thefe  fymptoms,  but  they  foon 
vanifhed  without  maturating.

Nov.  23d.]  A  third  patient,  a  young  man 
twenty  years  of  age,  was  inoculated  with  the 
two  laft.  I  had  not  feen  his  arm  from  the 
time  he  was  inoculated  to  the  28th,  when 
he  came  to  the  houfe  in  company  with  the 
others.  Ele  faid  the  incifed  part  had  itch<3d 
very  much  the  firft  three  or  four  days,  but 
it  now  appeared  nearly  in  the  fame  ftate  as 
the  preceding. 

He  was  alfo  inoculatedagain  011  the  30th. 
But  asthefucceeding  complaints  and  doubt¬ 
ful  eruption  in  this  cafe  bore  an  exad  re- 

femblance

feniblance  to  tliofe  of  the  foiiiier,  it  is  need- 
lefs  to  repeat  them. 

Nothing  happened  to  either  from  the  fe- 
coud  inoculation. 

C  A  S  E  IV. 

1765,  May  5th.]  A  man  aged  twenty- 
four  was  inoculated,  after  which  he  went  to 
vifit  a  relation,  till  it  fhould  be  thought  pro¬ 
per  for  him  to  come  to  the  houfe,  which  I 
diredled  him  to  do  on  the  1 1  th,  if  he  fliould 
continue  well  till  that  time. 

He  took  with  him  twm  calomef  pills,  one 
of  five  and  the  othpr  of  ten  grains.  Ele  was 
ordered  to  take  the  leaft  on  the  8th,  the 
other  on  the  following  night,  and  an  ounce 
of  purging  falts  next  morning. 

I  did  not  fee  him  till  the  iith,  when 
he  came  ■  to  the  houfe  :  he  was  then  per- 
feilly  well,  but'  faid  he  had  been  a  little 
giddy  for  the  laft  day  or  two,  and  that  his 
liead  ached  very  much  the  preceding  day  for 
about  an  hour,  infomuch  that  he  thouoht

he  muft  have  come  over ;  that  his  arm  had 
itched  very  much,  and  the  purge  worked 
very  briflcly.  ' 

Upon 
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Upon  examining  the  arms,  both  incifions 
appeared  to  be  confiderably  inflamed,  and 
looked  juft  as  is  vifual  on  the  approach  of  the 
eruptive  fever,  which  I  had  not  the  leaft 
doubt  would  foon  happen. 

On  the  1 2th  he  complained  of  fome  pain 
in  the  right  ftioulder,  and  under  the  arm, 
which  he  faidwas  ftilF,  and  felt  as  if  it  vv^as 
fwelled.  However,  he  continued  perfeftly 
well,  and  free  from  all  complaints,  to  the 
15th  ;  the  arms  appearing  as  ufual  when 
the  diftemper  is  attended  with  very  few  puf- 
tules  1  that  is  to  fay,  not  quite  free  from 
inflammation,  but  with  a  flight  one. 

The  cafe  being  not  fo  clear  as  could  be 
wifhed,  in  order  to  be  thoroughly  fatisfied, 
I  inoculated  him  again,  taking  particular 
care  to  infedl  the  part  well. 

On  the  1 6th  in  the  morning  he  took  a 
dofe  of  Inf.  Sen.  and  Manna, 

He  continued  quitewell,  and  no  itching, 
or  figns  of  infeftion,  appeared  from  thelaft 
lnocuIatic«.

May  3d.']  A  man  of  44  was  inoculated^v 
I  faw  him  every  day,  and  it  was  eafyto  per¬ 
ceive  that  the  infed;ion  had  taken  place  very 
early.  '  . 

On  the  7th  It  appeared  fo  forward,  that 
I  ventured  to  prognofticate  he  v/oiild  have 
a  very  early  and  mild  diforder,  and  no 
eruption. 

On  the  8th  he  complained  of  apain  in  his 
head  and  back,  and  that  he  felt  a  general 
uiieafiiiefs,  attended  with  a  lofs  of  appetite, 
v/hich  at  other  times  was  very  good.  He 
continued  complaining  in  this  manner  that 
whole  day ;  but  on  the  next  found  himfelf 
pretty  well,  and  continued  fo  without  any 
other  illnefs.  The  inflamed  appearance  on 
the  incifion  abated  from  this  time. 

His  health  returned,  andhe'ftill  remains 
perfeftly  well.

C  A  S  E  VI. 

A  middle-aged  man  was  inoculated  at 
the  fame  time ;  whofe  cafe  in  every  cir- 

N  cumftance 
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cumftance  fo  nearly  refembled  the  former^ 
as  to  render  it  needlefs  to  enumerate  the 
particulars. 

Both  were  inoculated  a  fecond  time  with¬ 
out  any  eruption  or  ligns  of  infection  hap¬ 
pening  in  confequence  of  it. 

CASE  VIL 

Dec.  5th.]  A  healthy  man  of  38  was 
inoculated.  On  the  7th  he  called  on  me, 
when  his  arm  itched  very  much,  and  fliew^ 
ed  certain  marks  of  the  infection  having 
fucceeded.  ' 

The  inflammatory  appearance  was  then 
eonfiderably  abated,  and  the  incifions  feemed 
difpofed  to  heal.  He  felt  no  uneaflnefs  on 
the  part,  nor  had  he  any  illnefs. 

On  the  1 2th  and  1 3th  he  complained  of 
pains  in  his  head  and  limbs,  as  alfo  of  ftiff- 
nefs  under  his  arms,  which  I  elieem  one 
of  the  moft'  certain  proofs  of  the  infeftion 
having  taken  place.  There  was  no  altera¬ 
tion  ill  the  pulfe,  nor  any  other  fign  of  a 
fever ;  a  few  pimples  about  the  neck  and 
arms  followed  thefe  complaints,  yet  notfuch 
as  I  fbould  have  efteemed  variolous  on  any

other  occalion ;  for  fome  foon  difappeared  5 
and  others,  which  remained  long  enough 
to  have  a  little  matter  formed  in  them,  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  this  ftate  with  great  irregularity. 

He  was  inoculated  again,  but  .without 
the  leaft  effedl. 

CASE  VIIL 

A  man  between  50  and  60  was  inocu¬ 
lated  about  four  in  the  afternoon  :  on  the 
morning  of  the  third  day  after  the  inocula¬ 
tion  I  firft  faw  his  arms,  when  they  ihew- 
ed  uncommon  figns  ofinfedlion,  being  al¬ 
ready  much  inflamed ;  and  upon  enquiry,  I 
received  from  him  the  following  account : 
that  on  the  fame  evening  he  was  inocu¬ 
lated,  he  felt  an  uneafinefs  and  numbnefs 
at  and  near  the  place  of  infertion ;  and  that 
the  day  following  thefe  complaints  in- 
creafed,  and  fpread  up  to  the  fhoulder  of 
one  arm,  which  was  very  ftiff  and  numbed; 
that  the  incifion  had  itched  feveral  times, 
and  his  arms  felt  as  if  he  had  been  bruifed 
by  a  blow  with  a  very  large  ftick .  Aud 
on  the  preceding  evening,  which  was  the 
fecond  from  the  inoculation,  his  head  had 

N  2  been 
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been  giddy  and  in  pain,  accompanied  with 
fbme  chilly  fits ;  but  all  thefe  fenfations  went 
off  without  any  other  illnefs.  He  had  refted 
well,  and  never  thought  himfelf  in  better 
health. 


From  this  time  I  faw  him  at  different 
times  every  day,  and  he  continued  in  per¬ 
fect  health  ;  only  fometimes,  efpecially  to¬ 
wards  evening,  he  faid  he  felt  as  if  he  had 
drank  too  much.  The  arms  were  much 
inflamed,  but  on  the  6th  and  yth  day  they 
altered  their  colour  to  a  darker  hue,  and 


the  inflammation  and  hardnefs  were  evi¬ 
dently  abating.  He  now  defired  to  go  a 
iourney  of  about  20  miles  on  bufmefs  j  and 
this  I  confented  to,  from  an  abfolute  confi¬ 
dence  that  he  was  fecure  from  any  alarming 
attack  :  having  firfl:  enjoined  him  not  to  go 
into  company  where  he  might  rifque  fpread- 
ing  the  infection ;  for  his  breath  at  this  time 
had  that  peculiar  offenfive  frnell  which  ac- 
comDanies  the  difeafe.

He  returned  the  following  day,  being 
the  8tb,  in  the  afternoon,  making  no 
complaint  but  of  hunger;  yet  faid  his 
head  had  ached  the  preceding  night  after 
his  journey.  His  arms  were  now  ra¬ 
ther 
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ther  more  inflamed,  which  I  attributed  to 
the  friftion  they  might  have  in  the  chaife ; 
but  from  this  time  all  complaints  of  every 
kind  ceafed.  His  arms  foon  became  quite 
well ;  he  took  his  firft  purge  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day,  a  fecond  on  the  iith,  and  re¬ 
turned  home  on  the  1 3th  from  the  inocula¬ 
tion,  without  having  a  Angle  eruption  of  any 
kind. 

It  is  remarkable  in  this  gentleman's  cafe, 
that  being  fo  well  he  did  not  chufe  to  live 
with  thofe  who  had  the  diftemper,  but  con¬ 
tinued  in  a  lodging  with  his  wife,  who  ac¬ 
companied  him  by  way  of  nurfe,  in  full  con¬ 
fidence  of  having  had  the  fmall-pox  many 
years  flnce.  However,  after  they  got  home, 
file  fell  ill,  and  had  the  diftemper  in.  a  very 
clear  but  favourable  manner,  and  doubtlefs 
caught  it  of  her  hufband. 

CASE  IX. 

1 

A  young  gentleman  aged  nineteen  was 
inoculated  June  2d,  1765^ 

On  the  3d  he  rode  out  with  a  friend  in 
an  open  chaife,  and  it  being  ftormy  wea¬ 
ther  returned  home  wet,  I  called  on  him 
next  morning,  and  found  him  in  bed,  com¬ 
plaining 
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plaining  that  he  had  refted  ill,  felt  fhooting 
pains  in  his  head,  his  throat  a  little  fore, 
thought  himfelf  feverifh,  and  that  he  had 
taken  cold  the  preceding  day.  All  this 
feemed  very  probable  :  his  pulfe  was  too 
quick,  though  the  heat  not  conliderable,  and 
he  was  in  a  moderate  fweat. 

He  rofe  about  ten,  and  kept  within  doors 
the  whole  day,  complaining  of  wearinefs, 
flight  pain  in  the  head  and  about  the  ftioul- 
ders ;  alfo  that  the  incifed  parts  felt  uneafy, 
and  itched. 

On  the  5th  he  thought  his  cold  confider- 
ably  better,  and  ventured  abroad.  His  arm 
appeared  certainly  infefted,  and  very  for¬ 
ward  ;  infomuch  that  I  fufpedled  he  would 
have  no  more  illnefs  in  confequence  of  the 
inoculation. 

On  the  7th  the  inflammation  on  the  arm 
was  confiderably  abated,  and  the  incifion 
feemed  difpofed  to  heal. 

Apprehending  from  thefe  circumftances 
that  nothing  more  was  to  be  expedled  from 
the  operation,  he  was  inoculated  again  in 
the  evening,,  from  a  perfon  who  had  the 
diftemper  pretty  full,  thougjji  of  a  diftindt 
kind,  in  the  natural  way. 


No 
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No  marks,  however,  of  infe<5lIon  enfued 
from  this  laft  operation  ; '  and  he  continued 
vifiting  'with  me  many  patients  in  allftages 
of  the  difeafe  :  fo  that  it  is  probable  he  was 
then  in  more  danger  of  infedion  than  he 
v/ill  ever  be  again. 

CASE  X. 

* 

Dec.  19.]  A  healthy  florid  young  maTi 
was  inoculated  in  both  arms ;  and  foon  after 
on  the  fame  day  he  felt  a  difagreeable  numb- 
nefs  andftiffnefs,  beginningat  theincifion  in 
one  arm,  and  extending  as  high  up  as  the 
flioulder.  That  night  at  going  to  bed  he 
took  five  grains  of  calomel  in  a  pill. 

On  the  20th  the  fame  kind  of  fenfation  in 
the  arm  remained,  extending  alfo  to  that 
fide  of  the  head,  which  was  in  fomepain. 

.  Thefe  complaints  continued  this  day  and  the 
pext.  I  ordered  him  to  take  the  fame  mer^ 
curial  pill  at  going  to  bed. 

2 2d.  Another  indifferent  night,  with  the 
fame  complaints,  and  a  ftiffnefs  in  both 
flioulders.  Thepulfe  appeared  to  be  rather 
qi^ckened,  but  without  any  fuch  increafe  of 

warmth 
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warmth  as  was  futiicient  to  be  called  fever. 
The  incifions  were  unufually  forward. 

2 ad.  In  the  morninsr  I  was  told  he  was 
better,  and  had  taken  a  ride  to  vifit  his  mo-  ' 
ther  at  about  ten  miles  diftance ;  alfo  that 
he  had  feveral  pimples, v/hich  were  believed 
to  be  the  diftemper. 

In  the  afternoon  he  returned,  when  I  found  ^ 
there  were  feveral  puftule?  out,  which  had 
the  appearance  of  being  true  fmall-pox ;  and 
his  arms  were  as  forward  as  is  ufual  at  the 
time  of  eruption.  All  his  complaints  were 
now  gone  off,  and  he  feemed  quite  well. 

24th.  Gone  abroad  for  his  pleafure. 

25th.  He  called  on  me,  and  thepuilules 
having  advanced  properly  towards  matura¬ 
tion,  I  ordered  him  immediately  to  the 
houfe,  where  he  remained  perfectly  well, 
and  the  puftqles,  which  were  about  twenty, 
maturated  very  kindly, 

27th.  He  took  a  purgative,  which  ope¬ 
rated  moderately.  On  the  28th  he  returned 
home  in  good  health,  and  has  continued  fo 
every  fince. 


CASE 
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'  CASE  XL 

Two  men  were  inoculated  at  the  fame 
time,  the  one  about  40  years  of  age,  cor¬ 
pulent,  and  fubjedt  to  the  rheumatifm ;  the 
other  between  50  and  60,  very  thin  and 
healthy. 

I  faw  both  thefe^patients  on  the  third 
day,  when  the  places  of  infertion  were  in 
each  fo  very  much  inflamed,  that  I  was 
pretty  certain  they  would  fcarce  have  any 
eruption,  and  acquainted  them  v/lth  my 
opinion  ;  both  made  complaints  of  itching 

and  uneafinefs  in  the  part ;  there  was  how- 

» 

ever  this  difference,  the  eider  faid  he  had 
felt  anumbnefs  and  fmartinp’from  the  time 

O 

of  inoculation,  particularly  the  following 
night ;  that  his  head  had  been  in  pain,  and 
he  had  had  feveral  chilly  fits.  The  other 
compiainedtliat  his  arms  felt  hot  and  itched, 
but  he  was  very  well.  They  both  came 
to  me  on  the  fixth  day,  when  the  inflam¬ 
mation  on  the  arm  of  the  elder  was  con- 
iiderably  abated ;  and  he  faid  from  the 
time  that  I  faw  him  laft,  he  had  remained 

O  free 
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free  from  any  complaint,  except  a  flight 
uneafmefs  on  the  parts  infe6ted.  The  in- 
cifions  of  the  other  were  ftill  in  an  infla- 
med  ftate  ;  he  faid  that  his  head  had  ached, 
and  that  he  was  very  chilly  the  preceding 
night  j  both  thefe  fymptoms  continued 
for  two  days  more  >  but  the  attacks  were 
irregular,  lafted  but  a  very  fhort  time, 
and  there  was  not  the  leaft  appearance  of 
fever.  The  other  held  perfectly  well,  and 
all  figns  of  inflammation  on  .the  arms  of 
both  foon  difappeared. 

They  both  remained  feveral  days  in  the 
fame  houfe,  and  kept  company  with 
others  in  different  ftages  of  the  difeafe ; 
the  elder  of  the  two  was  inoculated  again, 
but  without  the  leaft  figns  of  the  infection 
taking  place,  and  both  remain  in  good 
health. 

CASE  XII. 

^  I 

A  gentlewoman  turned  of  50,  of  a  cor¬ 
pulent  habit  and  clear  complexion,  was  in¬ 
oculated  about  noon.  On  the  following 

morning 
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morniiis:  flie  informed  me  that  the  inoeu- 

o 

lated  parts,  and  more  efpecially  one  arm, 
had  fmarted  very  much,  and  felt  numb  up 
to  the  flioulder,  and  had  been  fufficiently 
troublefome  to  difturb  her  reft  ^  upon  in- 
fpedling  the  parts,  they  were  found  much 
inflamed,  and  a  little  elevated,  Thefe  kinds 
of  feelings  were  complained  of  that  whole 
day,  and  towards  night  her  head  ached ; 
but  Ihe  had  no  increafe  of  heat,  or  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  pulfe.  On  the  third  morning 
there  was  a  flufhing  on  the  fldn  round  the 
pundlure  on  each  arm  nearly  the  breadth 
of  a  fixpence ;  on  applying  the  finger,  it 
felt  hard  about  the  middle  j  and  upon  the 
whole,  the  appearances  of  infedlion  were 
as  evident  as  are  ufually  obfervable  on  the  , 
9th  or  loth  day,  I  therefore  ventured  to 
affure  her,  that  the  difeafe  would  pafs  over 
in  a  very  flight  manner,  and  moft  probably 
without  any  eruption ;  and  the  event  j  uflified 
my  prognoftic. 


She  complained  a  little  of  pain  in  her 
head  for  feveral  evenings,  and  the  inflam¬ 
mation  on  her  arm  increafed  ;  but  on  the 
^th  day  it  began  to  turn  to  a  yellowifli 

O  z  brown. 
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brown,  and  every  inflammatory  appearance 
wore  off:  the  remained  perfedly  well,  living 
with  thofe  wdno  had  the  diftemper,  and  in  an 
infeded  houfe,  without  any  illnefs. 

CASE  XIIL 

■  r 

January  g\h.  a  ftrong  healthy  man  aged  24 
was  inoculated.  ,The  eruptive  complaints 
began  on  the  8th  day,  ran  pretty  high, 
ajjid  on  the  inoculated  parts  of  each  arm 
he  felt  very  great  and  imufual  pains.  On 
the  loth  a  true  eryflpelatous  fv/elling 
attacked  one  arm,  and  extended  from  the 
fhoulder  to  the  elbow ;  the  other  was  alfo 
affeded  in  the  like  manner,  but  notfo  con- 
iiderably.  In  the  evening  of  the  fame  day 
he  complained  of  great  pain  and  forenefs 
about  his  flomach,  and  at  this  time  the 
whole  furface  of  the  Ikinwas  nearly  covered 
with  a  raflr  and  petechial  fpots  of  different 
colours  and  fizes. 

What  I  diftinguifh  by  the  name  of  rafh, 
were  pimpl’es  much  refembiing  the  confluent 

'  pocks, 
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pocks,  and  riling  above  the  fkin  ^  the  pete¬ 
chial  fpots  were  interfperfed,  and  even  with 
the  fkin  j  fome  of  thefe  were  fmall  like  flea- 
bites,  others  were  near  as  large  as  a  filver 
penny ;  fome  were  of  a  very  dark  purple, 
and  other's  of  a  livid' colour.  I  obferved 
them  carefully,  affifled  by  a  good  convex 
glafs,  and  found  the  appearances  Angular  and 
alarmim?;.  But  as  the  fever  was  not  brnh  in 
proportion  tofuch  appearances,  the  head  and 
back  free  from  pain,  and  no  great  weaknefs 
attended,  the  event  feemed  to  be  the  lefs 
doubtful.  The  patient  drank  a  bafon  of  white 
wine  whey  at  going  to  bed,  and  I  found 
him  pretty  well  in  the  morning :  the  ery- 
Apelas  began  to  be  lefs  fiery,  and  put  on  a 
darker  hue ;  a  few  large  diftindl  puftules  of 
real  fmall-pox  foon  difcovered  themfelves, 

'  and  from  this  time  ail  went  on  very  well ; 
the  arms  indeed  wxre  of  a  livid  colour  for 
fome  time,  but  gave  the  patient  no  pain  or 
uneafinefs,  fo  that  he  paffed  through  the 
whole  procefs  perfectly  well  in  every  other 
refpect. 


CASE 
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CASE  XIV. 

A  healthy  young  woman  20  years  of  age, 

after  having  taken  two  of  the  preparatory 

powders,  had  a  flight  fever  accompanied 

with  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  which  were  fol- 
«  ^ 

lowed  by  an  eryfipelatous  ralh ;  on  this  ac¬ 
count  inoculation  was  poftponed  four  days, 
when  the  raih  was  totally  gone.  On  the  7th 
day  from  the  inoculation  flie  began  to  have 
the  eruptive  fymptoms,  which  were  ac¬ 
companied  with  more  fever  and  pain  in  the 
head  and  back  than  is  ufual,  alfo  very  great 
flcknefs  and  vomiting ;  thefe  were  fucceeded 
by  an  univerfal  rafli,  of  the  fame  kind  as 
had  happened  before ;  in  this  fituation  flie 
was  ordered  to  keep  her  room,  and  the  fol- 
lov/ing  medicine  direfted : 

Xake  compound  powder  of  crabs  claws, 
one  fcruple ;  emetic  tartar,  one  grain. 

0 

'This  operated  moderately  by  vomit,  dif- 
charging  fome  bile,  and  alfo  twice  by  ftool. 
The  ftomach  was  much  relieved,  but  the  rafli 
remained,  and  put  on  fo  much  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  confluent  eruption,  that  I  could 
fcarce  be  fatisfied  it  was  not  fo,  though  I  had 

feen 
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feen  in  the  fame  perfon  but  a  few  days  be¬ 
fore  a  fmaller  degree  of  the  fame  rafh.  What 
made  the  cafe  more  doubtful  was,  that  the 
fever  ftill  remained  pretty  high  j  and  her  head 
and  back  were  not  much  relieved  by  this 
eruption.  In  this  fituation  I  did  not  think  it 
advifeable  to  expofe  the  patient  to  the  open 
air,  but  diredledonly  a  faline  mixture,  with 
compound  powder  of  crabs  claws,  and  that 

fhe  fhould  keep  her  room,  but  not  her  bed. 

« 

On  the  I  oth  a  few diftinft  puftules  were  to 
be  diftinguifhed,  the'rafhbegan  tolook  fainter 
and  the  whole  terminated  in  a  very  favourable 
diftinft  eruption,  without  any  particular  ac¬ 
cident :  the  Ikin  peeled  off  uni verfally,  as  is 
not  uncommon  after  a  rafh. 

CASE  XV. 

t 

A  man  aged  44,  on  the  fixth  day  after 
inoculation  began  to  complain  ofpainsinhis 
head  and  back,  and  of  being  frequently  very 
cold.  Thefe  lafted  with  great  feverity,  info- 
much  that  he  took  the  alterativepill,apurging 
draught,  and  kept  much  in  the  air  till  the  9  th, 
when  about  ten  puftules  appeared,  and  his 

complaints 
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complaints  ceafed.  Thefe  feemed  likely  to  d  ry 
away  without  maturating,  v/hich  is  not  un- 
frequentiy  the  cafe,  where  there  are  very  few. 

On  the  1 2th  he  took  a  purge ;  his  arm 
remained  confiderabiy  inflamed ;  but  as  he 
was  very  defirous  of  going  to  a  relation’s 
houfe;  where  he  propofed  to  be  aired,  I 
confented  to'it. 

On  the  1 6th  I  "was  told  he  had  been 
much  indifpofed  llnce  his  removal,  and  that 
he  wiflied  to  fee  me. 

On  the  17th  I  vifited  him,  and  found  a 
confiderable  number  of  piiftules,  to  the 
amount  of  about  40,  in  the  face,  of  true 
fmall'pox.  The  account  he  gave  me  was, 
that  he  found hirnfelf  very  ill  on  the  evening 
afi^r  his  removal,  and  that  he  perceived  the 
pullules  the  next  morning.  This  was  on 
the  14th  day  from  the  inoculation,  and  the 
forw^ardneis  they  were  in  agreed  well  with 
his  account.  His  arm  continued  much  in¬ 
flamed,  with  many  puflules  near  theincifion. 

CASE  XV'I. 

A  healthy  youn-g  man  was  inoculated  De¬ 
cember  6th,  1766.  On  the  1  idi  and  12th 

he 
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lie  was  cold  and  hot  alternately,  and  Com¬ 
plained  of  great  pain  in  his  head,  back, 
and  limbs. 

The  1 3th  he  w^as  much  eafier,  but  ftill 
felt  pains  in  his  head  and  back.  The  inocu¬ 
lated  parts,  which  from  the  operation  till  this 
day  I  had  no  opportunity  of  feeing,  fliewed 
evidentfigns  of  infeftion ;  but  thefldn  at  the 
incifion  was  pale,  not  elevated, ,  nor  did  a 
thin  fluid  appear  under  the  cuticle,  as  is  ufiiai 
when  the  progrefs  of  infecHon  is  favourable ; 
neither  had  he  felt  much  uneafinefs  about  the 
inciflons,  or  ftifinefs  in  the  axilla. 

14th.  He  was  free  from  all  complaints; 
the  difcolouration  on  the  arm  had  foread 

i. 

wider,  and  two  or  three  puftules  were 
difcovered  near  the  place  of  infertion- 

1 5th.  Many  puftules  appeared  indifferent 
parts,  about  one  hundred. 

1 6 th.Thepuftules  were  properly  advanced, 
and  the  man  feemed  to  be  perfeftly  well. 
But  there  were  nowfome  appearances  in  the 
arm  which  I  was  diffatisfiedwith :  for  the  in¬ 
oculated  partwas  coveredwdth  a  great  number 

P  of 
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of  very  ftnall  pale-coloured  confluent  pu&- 
ttiles ;  and  the  incifion,  inftead  of  being  ele¬ 
vated,  was  depreffed,  and  of  a  livid  colour  in 
the  middle  :  this  fometimes  happens,  and 
denotes  an  efchar  and  ulceration  at  the  con- 
clufion  of  the  difeafe. 

17th.  He  was  feized  in  the  middle  of  the 
day  with  a  fhivering  fit,  fucceeded  by  great 
heat  and  pain  in  the  head,  back,  and  limbs, 
which  continued  all  the  following  night.  He 
likewife  felt  confiderablc  pain  at  the  incifion, 
and  in  the  fhoulder  extending  to  the  axilla, 

1 8th.  In  the  morning  he  complained  of 
great  pain  at  the  incifion  up  to  the  fhoulder 
and  the  axilla  of  one  arm.  The  pulfewas 
very  quick,  and  the  fever  high.  In  this 
fituation  I  made  no  doubt  but  there  would 

f 

be  a  fecond  eruption,  and  therefore  per- 
fuaded  him  to  get  up  and  go  into  the  air, 
and  diredled'an  infufion  of  fena  and  manna 
to  be  taken  immediately. 

This  operated  four  times,  and  he  was 
confiderably  relieved  of  all  his  complaints; 
but  frefh  puft ules  pow  made  their  appear¬ 
ance  on  the  face  and  other  parts,  to  the 

amount

amount  of  double  the  number  at  leaf!:  of 
the  firft.  From  this  time  he  remained  quite 
free  from  fever,  and  every  other  complaint; 
the  laft  puftules,  as  well  as  the  firft,  matu¬ 
rating  in  the  moft  favourable  manner..  But 
what  is  veryremarkablc,  both  crops  of  puf- 
tales  ripened  nearly  about  the  fame  time; 
for  the  progrefs  of  thofe  which  came  out 
firft  feemed  to  be  retarded  by  the  fecond 
eruptive  fever,  and  the  latter  puftules  ad-^ 
vanced  quicker  than  ufuaL 

CASE  XVII. 

June  ad.  T wen ty-two  perfons  were  ino¬ 
culated,  who  lodged  at  two  neighbouring 
houfes. 

On  the  4th  in  the  evening  one  of  them,  a 
man  aged  30,  had  a  fliivering  fit,  fucceeded 
by  fever,  with  pain  in  the  head,  back,  and, 
fide,  which  continued  all  night. 

5th.  In  the  morning,  when  I  firft  vifited 
him,  the  pulfe  was  very  quick,  full,  and 
ftrong,  and  the  former  complaints  remained, 
but  I  found  him  walking  about  the  houfe. 
On  infpedling  the  incifions,  both  were  quite 
well ;  while  thofe  of  every  one  of  his  afib- 
ciates,  which  I  fawat  the  fame  time,  fire  wed' 

evident  marks  of  infection^ 

V  Z  '  This 
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This  patient  had  been  very  much  in  the 
way  of  infetlion,  and  I  fufpefted  that  he 
was  going  to  have  the  fmalhpox  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way  :  I  therefore  directed  the  mercu¬ 
rial  and  antimoniai  pill  to  be  taken  at  night, 
and  that  he  fliould  go  into  the  air  as  much 
as  he  could  bear,  but  not  go  into  bed. 

6th.  In  the  morning  Iwas  informed  that 
he  had  been  fick  and  vomited,  without hav-  - 
ing  a  fto  j] ;  and  that  all  his  complaints  re¬ 
mained,  though  not  quite  fo  violent.  I 
prefcribed  half  an  ounce  of  Glauber’s  fait 
and  half  an  ounce  of  manna,  diffolved  in 
water-gruel,  to  be  taken  immediately. 

In  the  afternoon  I  found  him  in  bed,  but 
was  told  he  had  been  in  the  air,  and  that  the 
purge  had  operated  four  times.  He  was  now 
difpofed  to  fweat,  and  his  pains  were  abated; 
but  the  fever  remained  as  before,  with  a 
white  dry  tongue ;  he  had  a  troublefome 
cough,  difficult  refpiration,  and  great  op- 
preiiion  at  his  ftoniach,  but  there  was  not 
the  lead  fign  of  infection  in  the  arm. 

yth.  In  the  morning  he  was  much  in  the 
fame  date,  only  weaker.  1  prefcribed  a  fait 

of' 
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of  wormwood  mixture,  with  Mindererus’s 
fpirit,  and  oily  mixture  for  his  cough,  and 
one  grain  of  emetic  tartar  mixed  with  lo 
grains  of  compound  powder  of  crabs  claws 
to  be  taken  in  the  evening. 

8  th.  He  had  four  flool s  in  the  night,  fweat- 
ed  pretty  well,  and  got  forae  deep ;  but  he 
coughed  much,  breathed  withdifficulty,  ex- 
pe6lorated  fome  thin  frothy  phlegm,  and 
complained  of  greatpain  in  his  bread  and  fide. 
Eight  ounces  of  blood  were  direded  to  be 
taken  away  5  the  antimonial  powder  was  re¬ 
peated,  with  an  addition  of  one  grain  of  ca¬ 
lomel  ;  and  he  was  diredled  to  drink  fre¬ 
quently  a  cup-full  of  pectoral  decoftion,  to  a 
quart  of  which  was  added  one  ounce  and  a 
half  of  Mindererus’s  fpirit. 

9th.  The  blood  taken  away  yefterday 
was  very  fizy,  the  pain  in  the  bread  and 
fide  much  abated,  but  the  cough  very  trou- 
blefomejand  the  expedlorated  pfdegm  dreak- 
ed  with  blood.  The  inoculated  parts  were 
now  difcoloured,  diewed  evident  figns  of  in- 
feftion,  and  that  we  fliould  foon  have  the 
fmall-po  to  encounter  together  with  the 
peripneumonic  diforder. 

IQtll. 
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ioth»  Veryreftlefs  all  the  night,  coughed 
much,  and  with  great  difiiculty  expectorated 
brown  vifcid  phlegm.  The  bleeding  was  re¬ 
peated,  and  the  ufe  of  the  antimonial  pow¬ 
der  and  other  medicines  continued;  which 
had  every  day  procured  fome  ftools,  and 
fupported  a  conftant  breathing  fveeat. 

nth.  The  blood  was  ftill  found  fizy,  and 
the  fever,  cough,  difficulty  of  refpiration  and 
expectoration  were  increafed.  The  progrefs 
of  infedtion  in  the  arm  was  flow,  but  fhew- 

I 

ed,  however,  that  the  eruptive  fever  would 
foon  come  on;  and  I  was  apprehenfive  that 
it  would  be  fo  confounded  with  the  perip- 
neumonic  diforder  as  tocaufe much  perplex¬ 
ity.  I  determined  neverthelefs  to  attempt  to^ 
relieve  the  latter  by  whatever  means  I  could, 
and  wait  the  event ;  and  therefore  ordered 
more  blood  to  be  taken,  a  bliftering  plaifler 
to  be  applied  between  the  flioulders,,  and  a 
fmall  quantity  of  gum  ammoniacum  to  be 
added  to  his  pedf  oral  medicines.  In  the  even¬ 
ing  I  was  informed  that  all  the  troublefome; 
fymptoms  were  confiderably  abated. 

It  muft  here  be  noted,  that  all  the  com¬ 
pany,  who  had  been  inoculated  at  the  fame 

time^ 
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time,  were  now  iil,  and  mofi:  of  them  had 
fome  eruptions. 

1 2th.  He  had  had  more  reft;  but  though 
moft  of  his  complaints  were  relieved,  yet 
the  fever  fall  continued,  and  he  expeclora-^ 
ted  with  difficulty  fome  very  dark-brown 
phlegm,  fo  that  no  alteration  was  made  in 
his  medicines. 

The  appearance  on  the  incifions  fpread, 
but  did  not  look  as  uftial  when  the  eruptive 
complaints  are  begun. 

13th.  The  fever,  pain  in  the  fide,  cough, 
and  difficulty  of  expectoration,  being  again  , 
increafed,  I  ordered  a  veficatory  to  the  fide, 
and  fome  oxymel  of  fquills  in  a  peCtoral 
mixture. 

I 

14th.  The  fever  and  pain  of  the  fide  were 
abated,  and  he  had  obtained  fome  little  fleep, 
which  was  however  much  difturbed  by  fud- 
den  ftartings.  The  fkin  at  the  incifions  had 
an  unufual  appearance,  noteafilyto  be  de- 
fcribed:  andinftead  of  being  inflamed,as  it 

ufually 
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ufually  is,  where  the  progrefs  of  the  infed-* 
tion  is  favourable,  and  not  interrupted  by 
feme  extraordinary  accident,  it  was  of  a  pale 
hue. 

15th.  He  had  refted  ill,  and  the  cough 
was  fo  troublefome,  that  I  ordered  more 
blood  to  be  taken,  and  the  medicines  to  be 
continued.  The  incihons  this  day  looked 
like  puftules  irregularly  fhaped,  and  a  fluid 
appeared  under  the  cuticle. 

1 6th.  All  fymptoms  were  more  mode¬ 
rate  ;  two  puftules  were  difeovered  in  the 
face,  and  thofe  at  the  incifioris  feemed  tend¬ 
ing  to  maturation. 

17th.  All  complaints  much  eafler^  the 
puftules  at  the  incifions  were  more  elevated, 
and  had  matter  in  them ;  but  the  others 
were  but  little  advanced,  and  looked  pale,, 

1 8  th.  He  was  in  afl  refpe6ls  fo  much  better, 
that  he  venturedto  ride  out  on  horfeback,  and 
I  was  releafed  from  my  attendance;  nor  did 
Ifee  him  afterwards  till  he  called  at  my  houfe 
in  good  health  on  the  5th  of  July.  But  he 

then 
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then  informed  me,  that  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  19th  of  June,  the  day  after  I  took  my 
leave  of  him,  he  had  been  extremely  hot 
and  feverifli  ;  was  relieved  on  the  20th 
from  all  feverilh  fymptoms,  and  difcovered 
a  great  number  of  puftules,  which  rofe, 
filled,  and  ripened  without  any  further  ill- 
nefs ;  fo  that  he  did  not  think  it  neceffary 
to  fend  me  any  notice  of  them.  Looking 
in  his  face,  I  /aw  about  thirty  marks  of 
fm all-pox,  which  confirmed  the  truth  of 
his  report. 

I  have  alfo  fince  received  a  very  fatisfac- 
tory  account  that  manypuftules  in  his  face 
and  other  parts,  which  came  out  after  the 
time  I  faw  him,  flayed  a  proper  time,  and 
maturated  completely. 

CASE'  XVIII.  . 

A  middle-aged  man,  on  the_flxth  day 
after  he  had  been  inoculated,,  complained 
of  pain  in  his  head  and  back,  and  had  a 
flight  degree  of  fever.  The  complaints  re¬ 
mained  till  the  8th,  when  there  appeared 
fome  eruptions  on  the  face  which  I  took  to 
be  variolous :  but  it  is  to  be  noted,  that 

Q_  having 
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having  lived  pretty  freely,  his  face  was 
very  red  and  full  of  pimples ;  and  neither 
the  preparatioff,  nor  medicines  had  much 
altered  that  appearance ;  fo  that  it  was  no 
eafy  matter  to  diftinguifh  between  thofc 
which  were  habitual  to  him,  and  the  frelh 
ones.  The  arm  at  this  time  was  very  con- 
fiderably  inflamed,  as  is  ufual  about  the 
time  of  eruption. 

On  the  9th  he  was  perfedtly  well,  and 
np  more  eruptions  fhewed  themfelves. 

Having  had  feveral  patients  who  un¬ 
doubtedly  pafled  through  the  diftemper 
with  no  more  illnefs  than  this  man  had 
felt,  and  foinetimes  even  without  any  erup¬ 
tion,  I  really  thought  that  the  affair  was 
over. 

On  the  loth  he  took  a  laxative  draught, 
eat  a  piece  of  mutton,  and  drank  fome  ale. 
On  the  afternoon  of  the  fame  day  I  found 
him  complaining  of  a  pain  in  his  head, 
which  he  thought  was  occafloned  by  his 
venturing  abroad  during  the  operation  of 
the  purge.  He  had  now  more  fever  than 

at 
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at  any  other  time  before  ;  ,  however,  as  he 
averred  that  his  complaints  were  fuch  as  he 
ufually  felt  from  a  flight  :cold,  I  did  not 
apprehend  any  thing  more. 

On  the  I  ith  in  the  morning  he  was  ftill 
much  indifpofed,  and  had  refted  ill.  In 
the  evening  of  the  fame  day  I  found  him 
much  better,  but  he  faid  there  were  more 
puftules  on  his  back.  Thefe  I  did  not 
fee. 

I 

Next  morning  I  found  he  was  gone  to  a 
friend’s  houfe,  having  left  word  that  he 
was  quite  well,  and  I  fliould  hear  from 
him  if  there  was  occafion. 

-On  the  14th  I  was  defired  to  vifit  him, 

1 

when  I  found  a  moderate  number  of  frefh 
puftules  on  the  face  and  limbs,  and  in  fuch 
forwardnefs,  that  I  was  convinced  they  had 
been  out  ever  fince  his  removal;  which  in¬ 
deed  was  confirmed  by  the  account  he  gave 
me  :  thefe  maturated  kindly,  and  he  re¬ 
mains  in  good  health.

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CASE  XIX. 

A  gentleman’s  fon  in  perfed:  health,  be^ 
tween  four  and  five  years  of  age,  on  the 
third  day  after  inoculation  voided  a  long 
round  worm  alive,  after  having  taken  on 
the  preceding  night  a  dofe  of  mercurial 
phyfick.  No  figns  of  worms  had  hitherto 
been  obferved  in  him,  and  he  afterwards 
feemed  to  be  quite  well,  till  the  fymptoms 
which  nfually  precede  the  frnall-pox  came 
on, 


After  a  very  moderate  illnefs,  an  eruption 
of  about  twenty pufttiles  fucceeded,  and  all 
complaints  then  ceafed ;  fo  that  on  the  4th 
day  after  the  eruption,  I  propofed,  and 
was  permitted',  to  difcontinue  my  vifits  for 
the  prcfeht.  I  called  again  however  on  the 
6th  day,  "and  found  him  well  as  ufual,  and 
a't  ’pky,  the  puftules  being  then  nearly  'ina^ 
turated. 

I  was  informed,  however,  that  in  the 
night  of  the  4th  day,  he  bad  been  hot, 
feverifh,  and  reftlefs ;  was  very  well  the 
day  following,  and'hot  again  at  night,  but 
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in  a  leffer  degree ;  fo  that  this  flight  illnefs 
did  not  then  give  the  leaft  alarm.  But  on  the 
7th  day  early  in  the  morning  I  was  called 
up  to  vifit  him  as  foon  as  poflible,  and 
was  informed,  that  in  the  beginning  of 
the  night  he  grew  extremely  hot  and  de¬ 
lirious,  and  foon  became  ftupid,  drowfy, 
and  fenfelefs,  in  which  condition  I  found 
him^  grating  his  teeth,  with  convulfive 
motions  about  the  mouth, 

Thepuftules  were  at  this  time  quite  ripe, 
and  looked,  as  they  always  had  done,  ex¬ 
tremely  well.  ,  His  pulfe  was  very  quick, 
though  the  heat  was  now  moderate,  and 
the  refpiration  free  and  eafy  ;  but  he  was 
fo  comatofe  as  not  to  be  roufed,  even  fo 
much  as  to  open  his  eyes,  by  any  diftur- 
bance  that  could  be  given. 

In  this  alarming  fituation  I  defired  the 
afTiftance  of  the  phyfician,  who  on  other 
occafions  had  ufually  attended  the  family. 
At  our  confultation,  w^hich  foon  followed, 
it  was  agreed,  that  as  the  fmall-pox  were 
very  few  in  number,  *  had  always  looked 
well,  and  wer^  now  completely  maturated, 

the 
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the  prefent  fymptoms  mufl  be  occafioned 
by  worms,  or  fome  irritating  caufe  in  the 
bowels. 

With  this  view  a  dofe  of  rhubarb  and 
calomel  was  immediately  prefcribed  and 
exhibited,  though  we  were  obliged  to  open 
'  the  mouth  by  force,  and  this  not  without 
fome  difRculty.  The  operation  of  this  me>- 
dicine  was  accelerated  by  a  clyfter,  and  a 
large  foetid  llimy  ftool,  followed  by  fome 
fmaller  liquid  ones,  was  procured  that  af¬ 
ternoon. 

The  child,  however,  feemed  to  be  almoft 
'  totally  infenlible  during  this  time,  nor  did 
he  yet  appear  to  be  in  any  refpedl  relieved 
by  thefe  evacuations :  blifters  therefore  were 
fucceliively  applied  to  the  back,  head,  and 
legs,  and  finapifms  to  the  feet ;  leeches  were 
likewife  fixed  to  the  temples,  and  rhubarb 
with  calomel,  after  fome  little  interval, 
again  dire6led ;  tin  medicines  being  given 
between  whiles. 

By  thefe  means,  though  not  till  a  confi- 
derable  quantity  of  flimy  and  extremely 

offenfive 
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ofFenfive  faeces  had  been  difcharged,  Ton;e 
figns  of  amendment  appeared.  But 
child  ffill  remained  in  fome  degree  coma- 
tofe  till  the  fifth  day  from  this  attack,  after 
which  the  progrels  of  amendment  was  very 
quick,  and  in  two  or  three  days  he  got 
quite  well,  and  has  fo  continued.  ^ 

CASE  .XX. 

i 

'  In  May  1-766,  I  was  defired  to  vifit  a 
confiderable  faj'mer,  aged  68,  to  give  my 
advice  for  a  complaint  in  his  legs. 

I 

Aiout  two  years  before  he  had  been  feiz-  , 
ed  with  a  numbnefs  and  coldnefs  in  both 
legs  and  thjghs,  which  it  was  apprehended 
would  end  in  a  palfy.  For  this  diforder  he 
took  many  medicines,  and  both  his  legs 
were  bliftered,  by  which  he  found  relief ; 
but  from  this  time  the  legs  were  aftedted 
with  troublefome  itching  and  burningpains, 
attended  'yvith  a  fliarp  ferous  difcharge 
through  innumerable  excoriations.  Thefe 
complaints  deftroyed  his  reft,  and  made 
him  unhappy.  ^ 
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After  relating  his  cafe,  he  told  me,  that 
as  almoft  every  body  in  his  neighbourhood, 
who  had  not  had  the  fmall-pox,  was  either 
under  inoculation  or  preparing  for  it,  he 
could  fcarcely  expe£l  to  efcape  the  infeftion, 
and  had  therefore  a  ftrong  defire  to  be  ino¬ 
culated,  and  that  his  wife,  of  the  fame  age 
with  himfelf,  was  likewife  defirous  of  it. 

This  propofal  induced  me  to  examine  the 
prefent  condition  of  his  legs  more  flridly. 
They  were  now,  he  faid,  in  their  beft  fcate ; 
that  is,  not  fo  full  of  pain  as  ufual ;  they 
were  dry  and  fcurfy.  His  face  was  likewife 
fcurfy,  and  of  a  fettled  deep  red  colour  j 
the  confequence,  as  he  told  me,  of  a  re¬ 
peated  Eryfipelas  in  it,  and  not  of  any  in¬ 
temperance. 

Upon  confiderlng  the  cafe,  and  refledl- 
ing  that  the  preparatory  courfe  of  diet  and 
medicine  would  probably  amend  the  con¬ 
dition  of  his  legs,  I  encouraged  hina  to  pur- 
fue  his  intention,  and  both  he  and  his  wife, 
after  a  fortnight’s  preparation,  were  inocu^ 
lated  on  the  third  of  June, 


On' 
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On  the  9th  both  made  fome  flight  com¬ 
plaints  5  and  911  the  12th  the  wife  grew 
better,  on  the  appearance  of  a  very  fev/ 
diftind;  puftiiles,  which  maturated  after¬ 
wards  in  the  mofl:  favourable  manner.  But 
the  man  ftill  complained  of  pain  and  weari- 
nefs  till  the  13th,  when  he  grew  eafier  in 
that  refpecf,  and  felt  a  fmartingpain  in  his 
legs,  which  were  very  red,  and  had  feveral 
puftules  on  them.  Towards  evening  they 
grew  more  painful,  more  fwelled,  and  a 
further  eruption  was  difcernible, though  not 
eafily  to  be  diftinguifhed,  by  reafoa  of  their 
difeafed  ftate. 

He  flept  very  little  this  night  j  but  on  the 
14th  I  found  him  free  from  fever,  and 
pretty  well  in  all  refpeds,  except  the  pain 
in  his  legs ;  on  wdiich,  and  under  the  hams, 
a  great  number  of  diftinft,  but  almoft  co¬ 
herent  puftules  appeared.  There  wxre  fe¬ 
veral  alfo  in  the  neck  and  face,  but  very 
few^  on  the  body  or  arms.  He  had  all  along 
been  advifed  not  to  ftir  much,  but  had  ta¬ 
ken  greater  liberties  of  walking  about  than 
I  had  allowed* 
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15th.  He  had  not  flept  a  minute  during 
the  night.  I  found  him  up  and  walking 
about  the  houfe,  complaining  much  of  pain, 
butfaying  that  in  other  refpeds  hewas  well ; 
but  he  was  now  rather  cool  than  warm, 
his  pulfe  very  low,  his  afpeft  languid,  the 
colour  of  the  face  inclined  to  livid  and  pale, 
and  he  complained  of  faintnefs  and  licknefs. 
I  could  not  avoid  being  alarmed.  The  legs 
alfo  were  fwelled  conliderably,  but  not  in¬ 
flamed.  I  therefore  ordered  him  inftantly 
to  bed  ;  and  as  the  tenflon  was  great,  ap¬ 
plied  a  cataplafm  of  bread  and  milk  (being 
what  was  neareft  at  hand)  all  over  each  leg, 
and  direfted  the  following  medicine  to  be 
taken  as  foon  as  poflible.

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In  the  evening  his  pulfe  was  raifed,  he 
was  ealier,  and  relied  about  an  Hour.

1 6th.  In  the  morning,  after  he  had  refted 
feme  hours  in  the  night,  he  was  eafier, 
warmer,  and  the  pulfe  better. 

17th.  After  a  good  night  he  found  him- 
felf  free  from  complaints,  and  from  this  time 
every  circumftance  went  on  favourably;  the 
pocks  maturated  on  the  7th  day,  his  legs 
however  were  both  confiderably  ulcerated 
for  a  fortnight  after,  but  then  foon  healed. 
He  remains  at  prefent  in  good  health,  and 
feels  lefs  uneaiinefs  from  his  legs  than  he 
did  before  the  inoculation. 

CASE  XXI. 

A  middle-aged  woman  was  inoculated. 
May  15,  1765.  She  began  to  complain  on 
the  23d;  the  fever  and  other  fymptoms 
were  very  moderate.  On  the  26th  an  erup¬ 
tion,  diftincl  in  kind,  fmall  in  number, 
fliewed  itfelf  ;  all  the  eruptive  fymptoms 
ceafed,  and  fhe  feemed  perfedly  well. 

On  the  2-9th  fhe  complained  that  her 
'throat  was  fore, felt  ftiff,  andfwelled ;  but 
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as  this  is  not  unufual,  little  regard  was  paid 
to  it, 

^  30th.  She  refted  ill,  her  throat  was  worfe, 
and  it  now  gave  her  great  pain  to  fwallow. 
She  had  alfo  been  taken  with  a  fliivering  fit, 
fucceeded  by  fever.  On  infpecting  the 

i 

throat  I  could  not  perceive  one  puftule  there, 
but  the  uvula  and  tonfils  v/ere  very  much 
fwelled  and  inflamed.  An  acidiuatedgargle 
was  diredled,  and  a  lenitive  purge,  which  iit 
the  evening  had  operated  thrice  ;  tiie  gargle 
had  been  frequently  ufed,  but  the  difficulty 
of  fvvallowing  was  greatly  increafed,  info*r 
much  that  flie  could  get  nothing  down  ^ 
theiever  too  was  rather  increafed.  Further 
help  could  not  now  be  expefied  from  in¬ 
ternals  ;  for  upon  making  the  trial,  liquids 
returned  through  the  nofe.  I  directed  a 
blifier  to  be  applied  to  the  throat,  and  that 
£he  fiiould  frequently  gargle  with  warm 
pedtoral  drink, 

31ft.  She  had  not  flept  a  minute,  being 
difturbed  whenever  Ihe  attempted  it  with 
fuch  fudden  ftartings  as  made  her  afraid  to 
fleep.  The  feverijfii  heat  was  not  very  great, 

the 
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the  pulfe  extremely  quick,  and  all  the  li¬ 
quids  Ihe  attempted  to  fwallow  'ftill  came 
through  the  nofe.  She  could  not  lie  down 
in  bed,  and  therefore  fat  up  in  an  eafy 
chair  the  grcateft  part  of  the  night. 

"  f 

The  puftules,  which  in  tht  face  did  not 
exceed  twenty,  and  very  few  appeared  elfe- 
where,  advanced  to  maturation  kindly, 
without  receiving  the  leaft  check  from  this 
adventitious  il-liiefs.  Her  fpeech  was  fo 
much  affefted  as  fcarce  to  be  underftood. 
She  informed  me,  however,  that  fhe was 
fubjedl  to  an  illnefs  of  this  kind  ;  and  had 
once  narrowly  efcaped  with  her  life,  but 
had  never  been  fo  bad  before.  I  directed 
twelve  ounces  of  blood  to  be  taken  from  the 
arm,  and  that  the  fublingual  veins  fho'uid 
be  pricked.  But  no  relief  feemed  to  be  de¬ 
rived  from  any  of  thefe  meafures ;  and  upon 
infpeCting  the  throat  again,  the  glands, 
uvula,  and  fauceswere  very  much  inilamed 
and  diftended.  Thetonfils  were  then  lanced 
pretty  deep,  and  a  good  deal  of  blood  be¬ 
ing  difcharged,  the  fwelling  of  the  parts 
fubfided,  fo  as  to  admit  her  to  fvrallow. 
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though  with  difficulty,  a  little  pectoral  drink, 
and  afterwards  a  few  fpoonfuls  of  milk 
pottage. 

June  I  ft.  She  had  refted  but  very  little, 
though  exceeding  drowfy,  andworn  out  for 
want  of  flcep ;  for  the  fuddenftartings,  upon 
clofing  her  eyes,  ftill  remained,'  though 
not  in  fo  great  a  degree  as  the  preceding 
night ;  but  fhe  hadfwallowed  fome  liquids, 
though  with  great  difficulty.  The  fever- 
ifh  heat  was  not  very  great,  the  pulfe 
quick  and  more  feeble. 

On  infpeding  the  throat  towards  noon, 
the  fwelling,  though  fomewhat  abated,  w^as 
ftill  confiderable  enough  to  prevent  rnucfi 
being  fwallowed. 

In  this  dangerous  fituation  the  operatiort 
that  had  adminiftered  fome  relief  was  re¬ 
peated,  and  other  parts  of  the  tonfils  and 
fauces,  which  had  not  been  wounded  before, 
were  now  lanced  pretty  deep ;  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  blood  was  difcharged,  the  parts  col- 
lapfed,  and  in  lefs  than  an  hour  ftie  was 
able  to  fwallow  liquids ;  after  which  ftie 

got 
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got  fome  refrefliing  fleep,  recovered  fail, 
and  is  now  in  good  health.  The  pnftules, 
notwithftanding  this  illnefs,  advanced  very 
kindly  to  maturation,  and  turned  on  the 
yth  day  from  the  eruption. 

CASE  XXIL 

V 

A  healthy  middle-aged  man,  rather  of  a 
corpulent  habit,  was  inoculated,  had  a  flight 
cold  fit  (on  the  5th  day  inclufive  after  the 
operation)  which  lafted  but  a  very  fliort 
time,  and  was  not  fucceeded  by  either  fe¬ 
ver  or  complaint  of  any  kind. 

His  arms  at  that  time  fliewed  certain 
figns  of  the  infeftion  having  fucceeded, 
which  continued  advancing  to  the  9th  day, 
when  the  inflammations  about  the  incifions 
•appeared  confiderablyfpread,  and  were  fur- 
rounded  with  confluent  clufters  of  very 
fmall  puftules.  In  other  refpedts  he  was 
perfectly  well,  and  felt  not  the  leaft  flifx- 
nefs  or  pain  in  the  axilla  or  elfewhere,  in- 
fomuch  that  he  began  to  be  uneafy  left  be 
fhould  have  no  appearance  of  fmail-pox. 
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On  the  I  oth  feveral  fmall  pimples  were  to 
be  feen  on  the  forehead,  which  I  fhould 
have  thought  fmalh  pox,  if  he  had  not  at  this 
time  been  quite  well,  briit,  and  hearty, 
widiout  having  felt  any  previous  complaint. 

On  the  nth  in  the  morning  many  more 
were  to  be  feen  on  the  face,  limbs,  and 
body,  fo  that  he  might  be  laid  to  be  very 
full.  I  now  examined  him  again  very  ftridly, 
and  could  not  find  that  he  had  been  in  the 
leaft  ill ;  and  on  enquiring  how  he  had 
flept,  he  anfwered,  never  better ;  for  he 
went  to  bed  about  ten,  and  did  not  wake 
till  near  feven  in  the  morning :  the  erup¬ 
tion,  on  a  clofe  infpcction,  had  fuch  an  ap¬ 
pearance  as  would  have  made  me  pro¬ 
nounce  it  the  fmaii-pox  oi  an  unfavourable 
kind,  if  it  had  been  preceded  or  attended 
by  any  feveriih  or  other  complaints ;  but  I 
niuft  confels,  that  even  at  this  time  I  fup- 
pofed  it  was  only  an  inoffenfive  rafli,  as 
the  patient  was  then,  and  had  been, entirely 
free  from  any  complaint. 

All  this  day  he  continued  perfedly  well, 
had  v/alked  out  of  his  own  accord  into  the 

fields, 
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fields,  and  in  the  evening  afierted  that  he 
never  had  been  eafier  or  better  in  all  his  life; 
though,  as  he  confeffed  to  me  after 'Awards,  he 
had  been  in  fome  company, where  helmoaked 
his  pipe,  and  drank  his  lhare  of  a  quart  of 
aie.  Still  the  puftules  rem  lined,  and  in- 
creafed  in  number,  though  not  in  fize  ;  and 
nothing  but  the  confideration  of  his  having 
had  none  of  the  complaints  which  ufually 
precede  even  the  llighteft  kind  of  fni all¬ 
pox,  kept  me  in  any  doubt  whether  they 
were  the  fmall-pox  or  not. 

The  next  morning,  being  the  12th, the  at¬ 
tending  nurfe  told  me  that  he  had  palTed  a 
very  reftlefs  night,  with  much  complaint  of 
pain  in  his  head  and  back ;  and  1  found 
him  very  uneafy,  with  great  heat,  a  quick 
pulfe,  and  very  full  of  a  fmall  fort  of  fsiiall- 
pox  indifputably. 

Thefe  complaints  comingon  at  this  unu- 
fual  time  made  me  apprehenfive  of  the  con- 
fcquences.  I  gave  him  diredlycalom.gr.iij. 
tart.  emet.  gr.  ,  and  advifed  him  to  get  up  and 
go  into  the  air,  but  not  to  fatigue himfelf  too 
much.  I  alfo  direfted  that  after  two  hours 

S  he 
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he  lliould  take  a  purging  draught,  [It  Is  to 
be  obferved  that  he  had  had  Itools  every  day 
regularly  ^  and  remaining  perfectly  welhhad 
taken  no  medicine  for  fonie  time.]  I  called 
on  him  again  about  two,  and  found  him 
walking  about  the  Iioufe,  when  he  feid  he 

o  * 

was  better,  for  that  the  phyfick  had  worked 
him  five  times  very  failiciently,  and  each 
time  he  had  been  abroad  to  the  privy, though 
it  rained  pretty  fmartly. 


I  fawliim  again  in  the  evening,  and  then 
he  made  but  little  complaint  of  pain  in  ei¬ 
ther  head  or  back,  but  was  almoft  inceiTanti  v 
teized  with  a  fhort  tickling  cough,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  his  threat  being  fore.  He  then 
took  another  pill  of  the  fame  kind  as  that 
in  the  morning. 


,  Early  the  next  day,  the  1 3th,  the  niirfe  in¬ 
formed  me  that  he  had  been  very  reftlefs  the 
whole  night,  hadput  on  his  deaths  and  came 
dovvUi  ftairs,bat  wms  now  gone  into  bed  again, 
inhopes  ofgettin^aiittle  reft.  Ong-oin^into

his  room  I  found  him  almoft  dreffed  a2:ain. 


ca. : npiairilng  that  he  had  an  airnoft  conftant 
init'diion  in  the  throat,  and  finding  it  im-> 


porn  Die  10  get  any  fleep,  was  tneretore  com 
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i'ngdovvn  ftairs.  I  enjoined  him,  hovVevefi 
to  keep  within  doors. 


About  one  I  law  him  again  ;  he  had  had 
two  ftools,  and  was  better.  His  couoh  re- 

O 

mained  fomewhat  troublefome,  and  his 
throat  erevv  fore. 


In  the  evening  I  found  him  ingoodfpirlts, 
with  a  regular  quiet  pulfe,  and  he  had  one 
more  purging  ftooL  I  ordered  another  pili 
of  the  fame  kind  to  be  taken  at  aoinp  to  bed* 
and  a  bafon  of  fmallwdiite  wine  whey  after 
it,  alfo  an  oily  mixture  to  be  taken  occa- 
ilonally,  torelievehis  cough  and  the  tickling 
fenfation  in  the  throat. 


The  14th  in  the  morning  he  had  forae 


comfortable  reft, and  felthimfelf  rcfreflied; 
his  cough  had  been  much  better,  fo  that  he 
had  taken  but  once  of  the  oily  mixture. 


TMs  day  he  had  three  ftools  ft'orn  his  pill ; 
and  thefmali-pox  had  advanced  in  an  unex¬ 
pectedly  kind  manner. 


From  this  time  notltlitgrEaterial happen¬ 
ed  ;  the  cough  left  him,  and  his  throat  gave 
him  Uo  trouble. 
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The  pufluks  filled  with  good  matter  in  a 
ihorter  time  than  I  ever  faw  fuch  a  num¬ 
ber  of  fo  fmall  a  fort,  and  many  were  brown 
on  the  17th  day,  being  the  7th  from  the  firft 
appearance. 

On  the  19th  he  took  a  purge,  and  was 
perfeftly  well. 

To  thefe  cafes  many  others  of  a  fmilar 
nature  might  be  added.  But  by  feveral  un- 
forefeen  delays, not  in  mypower  to  prevent, 
I  have  been  obliged  to  trefpafs  fo  much  al¬ 
ready  on  the  patience  of  thofe  who  wiflied 
to  fee  fome  account  of  this  praftice,  that  I 
fnall  only  mention  a  few,  which  by  a  partial 
or  untrue  relation  might  poffibly  be  conflru- 
edto  thedifadvantage  of  inoculation ;  though 
when  the  particular  fadls  are  candidly  exhi¬ 
bited,  every  juft  occafion  of  prejudice  will 
undoubtedly  be  removed. 

During  the  autumn  of  the  laftyear  the 
chin-cough  was  epidemick  at  Hertford;  and 
as  the  winter  approached,  the  fmall-pox 
alfo  broke  out  in  many  places ;  and  almoft 

every 
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every  child,  who  before  had  the  chin- 
couo'h,  and  was  feized  with  the  natural  fmall-. 
pox,  died  of  a  confluent  kind.  This  cala¬ 
mity  fell  feverely  among  the  poor  of  this 
place,  many  of  whom  earneftly  entreated  mq 
to  inoculate  their  families ;  but ,  this  was 
fcarce  poflible,  without  fome  neceflary  provi- 
fion  could  be  obtained  for  them  from  thepa- 
riflies  to  which  they  belonged  ^  I  therefore 
acquainted  the  clergymen  of  the  refpedlive 
pariflies,  that  if  proper  care  was  taken  that 
neceflaries  v/ere  not  wanting,  I  would  freely 
inoculate  and  attend  all  fuch  as  I  thought 
were  proper  fubjects. 

Both  the  gentlemen  approved  the  delign ; 
but  after  a  fliort  confultation  with  their  pa- 
rhliioners,  the  affair  was  put  off,  the  parilli 
officers  alledging  they  could  not  provide  pro¬ 
per  places. 

That  fuch  a  defign  had  been  in  agitation 
foon  became  known,  and  a  number  of  poor 
people  were  continually  foliciting  me  to  ino¬ 
culate  them  and  their  children  at  all  events, 
promifing  to  provide  for  themfelves  to  the 

utmoft 
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utmoft  of  their  power.  Some  had  the  dif-^ 
eafe  already  in  their  families.  It  was  fo  much 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  others,  that  they 
were  in  daily  fear  of  taking  the  infectionv 
and  their  diftrefs  on  this  occafion  great.  Wo¬ 
men  with  children  at  their  breads,  in  want  of 
ail  neceflaries,  yet  felicitous  for  the  fafetyof 
their  offspring,  preiTcd me  to  inoculate  them 
and  their  children  with  an  importunity  not 
to  be  deferibed.  I  acquainted  them  with  the 
danger  attending  the  infant  date  j  but  rea- 
foils  availing  nothing,  I  yielded  to  inoculate 
all  who  had  not  the  chin-cough,  or  any  . 
other  dangerous  illnefs,  though  againd  my 
opinion  and  inclination,  almod  againd  my 
determined  refolution.  Amongd  a  very^ 
great  number  of  fuch  fubjeds  of  all  ages  and 
conditutions,  and  where  fome  might  reafon- 
ably  be  prefumed  to  have  taken  the  infedioii 
in  th©  natural  way,  I  expedledfomedifagree- 
able  events  would  happen ;  but  the  probabi¬ 
lity  of  faving  the  lives  of  many  prepondera¬ 
ted.  The  following  however  are  the  only 
cafes  that  border  on  the  unfortunate ;  and 
the  reader  will,  if  dcilful  and  candid,  eahly 
place  them  to  the  right  account. 


A  mother 
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'A  mother  and  three  children  (one  of  them 
at  the  breaft)  were  inoculated.  The  chil¬ 
dren  had  then  the  chin-cough ;  but  this 
was  carefully  concealed  from  me^,  as  I  had 
refufed  all  under  fuch  circumftances.  The 
youngeft  of  about  five  months  old  had  only 
live  or  fiXpuftules  in  the  face,  and  not  more; 
elfev/here  proportion  ably.  She  livedpaft  the 
crihs ;  but  the  cough  remained  violent,  and 
Ihe  was  much  enfeebled,  and  died  as  chil¬ 
dren  do  who  periili  by  the  chin-cough,  and 
Vvitliout  any  one  circum fiance  of  danger 
that  could  be  fuppofed  to  proceed  from  in¬ 
oculation. 


Another  vreakly  child,  about  five  months 
old,  I  had  perfuaded  the  mother  to  wean,  in 
order  that  fhe  herfelf  might  be.  inoculated. 
During  the  preparation  this  woman  fell  ill 
of  a  fever,  as  fuppofed  ;  but  on  vifiting  her, 
1  found  the  confluent  fmall-pox  aopearingy 
and  that  the  child  had  Iain  with  her  con- 
ftantly.  I  was  earneftly  folicited  to  ino¬ 


culate'this  infant,  in  order  to  give  it  a  better 
chance,  v/hich  with  great  reluctance  1  yielded 


to;  it  had  a  veryfmall  number  of  diitioCl 


pufcules^ 
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puftules,  and  paiTed  through  the  difeafe 
fafely;  but  not  being  reconciled  to  anyfood 
but  the  breaft,  it  died  foon  after,  knguifli^ 
ing  for  want  of  proper  fuitenance. 

Another  unfortunate  fubjedt  was  alfo  a 
child  at  the  breaft,  one  of  eight  children, 
who  with  the  father  and  mother  were  ino¬ 
culated  together.  On  the  third  day  from  the 
inoculation  this  childwasfeized  with  a  fever, 
which,  from  the  fymptoms,  I  fufpefted  arofe 
from  worms.  I  gave  it  a  grain  of  calomel ; 
a  large  worm  was  voided  the  next  day,  and 
the  child  was  feemingly  better;  but  the  fever 
returned  at  night,  and  continued  without  re- 
miffion  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  be  very  dan¬ 
gerous  in  itfelf,  and  prevented  any  diftindtion 
of  the  eruptive  fymptoms :  at  length  a  con¬ 
fluent  kind  appeared,  though  the  number 
was  not  great ;  the  bad  fymptoms  were  not 
alleviated  by  the  eruption,  and  the  child 
died  early  in  the  difeafe. 

All  thefe  cafes  happened  fince  the  intro- 
dudtion  andfirft  chapter  was  wrbte;  andhave 
confirmed  my  opinion,  that  it  is  better 

both 
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both  on  account  of  the  fubjed:  and  the  repu¬ 
tation  of  the  pradice,  to  defer  inoculating 
children  till  they  are  about  two  years  old. 


It  feems  not  improper  likewife  to  men¬ 
tion  the  following  cafe ;  which,  if  the  whole 
truth  is  not  related,  may  poffibly  afford  mat¬ 
ter  of  cavil  againfl;  inoculation. 


A  fhort,  thick- fet,  middle-aged  man  was 
feized  with  the  ufual  fymptoms  on  the 
eighth  day  after  inoculation.  The  eruption 
was  favourable,  the  crop  moderate,  the 
puftules  large  and  diftind,  and  no  peculiar 
are  was  either  required  or  obferved.  The 
pock  maturated  in  feven  days ;  after  which 
he  took  two  purges,  and  had  fixed  the  day 
for  his  return  to  London. 


Two  days  before  his  intended  journey  I 
found  him  in  the  morning  fitting  by  the  fire 
with  his  hand  upon  his  head  ^  upon  enquir¬ 
ing  the  reafon,  he  anfwered,  my  head  feels 
very  queer  to-day  :  a  perfon  in  company 
added,  that  he  had  made  too  free  with  mut¬ 
ton  the  day  before  ;  but  this  he  denied.  He 
did  not  however  feem  much  indifpofed ; 

T  he 
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he  had  taken  a  purge,  and  I  expected  he 
would  be  relieved  by  its  operation. 

Next  morning  he  told  me  he  had  a  good 
night's  fleep,  and  was  perfeftly  well ;  never- 
thelefs  two  hours  after  he  fell  down  fudden- 
ly  in  a  fit,  and  fenfelefs.  In  this  condition 
I  found  him  about  fix  in  the  evening,  and 
fo  he  continued  till  the  night  of  the  follovv^- 
ing  day,  when  he  expired,  perfectly  apoplec¬ 
tic,  in  fpite  of  every  means  we  could  attempt 
for  his  relief.

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CASES  of  the  natural  fmall-pox, 
treated  in  the  preceding  method. 

CASE  XXIII. 

ONE  morning  about  ten  Iwasdefired  to 
viiit  a  poor  man  in  a  fever.  T wo  days 
before,  in  the  evening,  he  had  been  feized 
v/ith  a  fliivering  fit,whichwas  then  fuppofed 
to  be  the  ague;  he  foon  grew  extrernelyhot, 
with  pain  in  his  head,  back,  and  loins, which 
continued  till  I  fawhim,  the  24th  Odlober  ; 
he  had  kept  his  bed,  had  fcarce  any  fleep, 
his  heat  great,  pulfe  ftrong  and  quick,  and 
the  pain  in  his  loins  very  fevere.  This  man 
had  applied  to  me  to  be  inoculated  a  little 
before  he  was  taken  ill,  on  account  of  the 
fmall-pox  being  very  much  in  his  neigh¬ 
bourhood;  but  he  had  not  as  yet  taken  any 
preparatory  fteps.  I  made  no  doubt  but  he 
was  nowattackedwith  this  difeafe,and  from 
the  feverity  of  the  fymptoms  expected  it 
would  prove  of  the  coniluent  kind.  As  he 
lived  near  me,  and  I  could  eafily  attend  to 
every  circumftance,  I  determined  to  try 

T  2  how 
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how  far  the  cooling  method  might  be  bene-* 
ficial  in  treating  the  natural  pox.  ' 

I  found  it  very  difficult  to  perfuade  him 
to  rife  out  of  bed,  as  he  thought  himfelf 
utterly  unable  to  fupport  himfelf,  notwith- 
ftandinghewas  on  other  occafions  a  refolute 
man.  Affuring  him  however  that  I  would 
not  attend  him  unlefs  he  would  comply,  he 
promifed  to  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours.  I  left 
him  to  put  this  advice  in  praftice,  and  or¬ 
dered  him  to  a  carpenter’s  yard  about  one 
hundred  yards  diftance, where  I  promifed  to 
meet  him. 

In  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  I  found  he 
had  reached  the  place  of  appointment,  by  the 
affiftance  of  a  neighbour,  and  was  fitting  on 
a  bench,  complaining  of  great  v/eaknefs,  and 
pain  in  his  loins ;  which  he  defcribed,  by 
faying  he  felt  as  if  he  was  cutting  in  two  ; 
but  allowed  that  his  head  was  eafier  fincehe 
had  been  in  the  air.  Finding  that  he  had 
had  a  fool  theprecedingday,but  nonefince, 
I  gave  him  apiil,  containing  about  fix  grains 
of  calom.  and  i  gr.  of  emet.  tartar,  immedi¬ 
ately  5 
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ately;  and  as  he  complained  of  great  thirft,' 
I  permitted  him  to  drink  half  a  pint  of  cold 
water  after  it.  I  advifed  him  not  to  fit,  but 
to  endeavour  to  walk  about  a  little,  though 
ever  fo  flowly^  this  he  attempted,  but  went 
almoft  double.  At  this  time  the  weather 
was  not  very  cold,  but  there  was  a  pretty 
brifk  wind,  with  fmall  rain. 

About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  I  faw  him 
again;  he  had  refolutelyperfiftedin  follow¬ 
ing  my  direflions,  and  faid  his  head  was 
greatly  relieved,  but  the  pain  in  his  back  and 
loins  was  much  the  fame.  His  pulfe  was 
now  much  altered  ;  inftead  of  being  full 
andJfirong  as  before,  it  was  low,  but  quick, 
and  the  heat  on  the  Ikin  greatly  abated. 
As  he  feemed  much  fatigued,  I  did  not  in¬ 
fill  on  his  keeping  abroad  longer,  but  per¬ 
mitted  him  to  go  home,  defiring  him  to  re- 
frefh  himfelf,but  not  to  pull  off  his  cloaths, 
or  go  into  bed.

At  two  o’clock  I  faw  him  again ;  his  pill 
had  then  worked  twice;  he  feemed  fatigued 
and  faint,  but  was  abroad,  for  he  faid  the  air 
refreiliedhim^andhis  head  was  eafier  in  the 

air. 


/ 
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air  than  within,  fo  that  as  foon  as  he  was 
a  little  refted  he  came  out  by  choice.  The 
pain  in  his  loins  ftili  remained  very  grievous, 
but  his  head  was  much  eafier;  and  his  back 
and  loins  became  lefs  painful  towards  even¬ 
ing.  I  allowed  him  to  go  to  bed  about  fe- 
ven;  but  being  defirous  of  obferving  the  full 
eitedl  of  this  kind  of  treatment,!  ordered  no 
medicine. 

25th.  Had  but  little  reft,  and  his  com¬ 
plaints  nearly  the  fame  as  when  he  went 
to  bed.  His  pulfe  was  now  raifed,  and 
more  full  than  in  the  evening,  and  the 
degree  of  heat  greater  than  over  night. 
A  few  fmali  puftules  were  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  ihew  themfelves  on  his  face  ;  I  di¬ 
rected  a  purging  draught  of  infufion  of 
fena  and  manna,  quickened  with  jalap;  ad- 
vifed  him  to  get  out  of  bed,  and  venture 
again  into  the  air.  This  lie  did  :  by  two 
o’clock  the  purge  had  worked  thrice,  and 
lie  was  freer  from  the  pain  in  his  back  and 
loins :  more  puftules  now  appeared  in  the 
face,  but  fcarce  any  on  the  limbs.  He  had 
hitherto  taken  nothing  fince  his  hrft  feizurc, 
but  tea  with  milk,  fage  and  baum  tea, 

loath- 
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loathing  all  other  nouriihment.  He  per« 
fifted  in  keeping  out  the  greateft  part  of  the 
afternoon;  and  atfevenwent  to  bed,  when  I 
found  the  pulfe  more  calm  and  regular,  and 
as  his  complaints  were  lefs  violent,  he  began 
to  think  of  nouriiliment.

26th.  I  faw  him  at  feven  in  the  morn- 

< 

ing;  he  had  flept  but  little,  had  one  purg-^ 
ing  ftool  in  the  night,  and  felt  himfelf  low 
and  languid  ;  his  pulfe  was  now  even,  full, 
and  regular,  and  his  heat  moderate.  Many- 
more  puftules  were  out  in  the  face,  though 
but  few  on  the  limbs,  and  his  complaints 
of  pain  in  the  head  and  back  went  off. 
He  took  milk  pottage  with  fome  appetite, 
and  fpent  the  greateft  part  of  the  day- 
abroad. 

At  three  in  the  afternoon  I  faw  him,  and 

was  told,  that  lying  down  in  the  bed  he 

had  fallen  alleep,  and  waked  almoft  choak- 

ed  with  blood  ;  that  he  had  vomited  up  a 

^onfiderable  quantity,  which  doubt] efs  had 

been  fwallowed,  as  he  vras  found  bleedinp- 

* 

at  the  nofe.  From  what  I  could  learn,  the 
whole  fcarcely  exceeded  fix  or  eight  ounces. 

He 
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He  complained  of  faintnefs,  and  faid  his 
pains  were  removed.  I  ordered  him  to  drink 
the  peftoral  decoftion,  acidulated  with  a 
mixture  of  equal  quantities  of  fweet  and 
weak  fpirit  of  vitriol.  The  number  of  puf- 
tules  continued  increafing  flowly  on  the  face 
and  other  parts. 

Late  in  the  evening  I  fawhim  again;  two 
morepurgingftools  had  followed;  he  com¬ 
plained  of  being  very  faint  and  low^  and' 
feared  he  fliould  have  no  reft. 

I  now  thought  it  proper  to  give  him  an 
anodyne  cordial,  and  therefore  ordered  mi- 
thrid.,  3fs,  which  he  took  immediately.  By 
the  help  of  this  he  pafled  a  very  refrefli- 
ing  comfortable  night,  and  thought  .himfelf 
quite  well.  The  eruption  "was  now  com¬ 
pleted  ;  the  fmall-pox  might  be  properly

called  diftinft  :  though  full  in  the  face,  he 
had  only  a  moderate  number  of  a  large 
fort  on  all  the  other  parts ;  and  he  went 
through  the  fucceeding  ftages  without  any 
difficulty.

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CASE  XXIV. 


A  young  wom^n  who  was  fervant  in  a 
iioufe  where  a  child  had  the  fmall-pox  in 
the  natural  way^  determined  to  flay  there 
and  take  her  chancCi 

December  2  5thj  1765, 1  was  defiredtofee 
her*  She  had  been  taken  with  a  cold  fit  the  - 
preceding  afternoon,  which  was  fucceeded  by 
a  fever,  and  the  ufual  fymptoms  attending 
the  eruption,  but  in  afevere  manner*  Ifound 
her  in  bed,  making  great  complaints  of  pain 
in  her  head,  back,  and  loins  ^  herpulfeftrong, 
quick,  and  full  5  a  flufhing  red  colour  in 
the  face,  and  the  fever  very  high* 

With  much  difficulty  I  prevailed  upon  her 
to  get  up ;  ordered  her  to  drink  fome  cold  ^ 
water,  and  go  abroad  into  the  air,  though  it 
was  a  very  frofty  morning,  with  fleet*  At  one 
o’clock  I  called  again,  and  found  her  then 
below  flairs  walking  about.  The  heat  was 
much  abated,  her  complexion  pale,  the 
pulfe  fmall  and  quick,  and  all  her  com*" 
plaints  confiderably  abated*

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Th^  account  I  received  from  her,  and  the' 
peffons who  attended  her, was,  that  upon  firft 
going  into  the  air,  fhe  was  fo  feeble,  that  the 
nurfe,  and  another  to  affift,  could  fearcefup- 
port  her,  and  it  was  with  much  difficulty 
that  ffie  could  walk  with  this  affiftance ;  that 
fhe  drank  a  akfs  of  cold  water  from  the 
pump,*and  before  flie  had  been  abroad  many 
minutes  found  herfelf  much  eafieiv.and  had 
remained  fo  ever  fmce.'  It  now  rained  pretty 
hard,  which  had  obliged  her  to  come  in ;  but 
fhe  faid  if  her  complain  ts  returned,  ffie  would 
certainly  go  out  again,  be  the  weather  ever  fo 
bad,  and  in  this  refolution  I  encouraged  her, 

Onthe  26th,  about  eleven  in  the  morning, 

I  vifited  her  again,  found  ffie  had  paffed  a*" 
pretty  good  night,  and  had  felt  no  remark¬ 
able  uneafinefs  ;  ffie  had  been  abroad feveral 
times  the  preceding  day,  to  which  ffie  im¬ 
puted  the  eafe  ffie  enjoyed.  Two  puftules  of 
a  diftinft  kind  were  now  out  on  the  face, 
and  ffie  had  the  difeafe  in  a  very  favourable 
manner,  wdthout  the  leafl  bad  fymptom 
during  the  progrefs,  or  any  ill  Gonfequcnce 
afterwards,

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CASE  XXV. 

.Jan.  3d,  1766.]  A  healthy  young  mail 
was  inoculated  in  company  with  four  of  his 
neighbqurs.  On  the  fixth,  prefuming  that 
none  of  them  would  be  ill,  I  went  to  Lon¬ 
don  onbufinefs.  Returningon  the 7th in  the 
afternoon,  I  was  met  by  a  fervant,  who  in¬ 
formed  me  that  this  man  had  been  taken  ill 
on  the  5th  in  the  afternoon,  had  continued 
very  bad  ever  fince,  and  now  had  fornething 
broke  out,  wdiich  was  fufpedled  to  be  the 
fmall-pox,  and  that  I  was  defired  to  vifit  him 
immediately;  this  I  compliedwith,andfound 
him  in  bed,  complaining  much  of  pain  in 
his  head,  back,  and  loins, ‘with  great  heat. 
Some  fmall  puftnles  wqre  out  in  his  face, 
which  I  perceived  to  be  fmall-pox ;  this  was 
at  five  in  the  evening,  and  much  about 
forty-eight  hours  from  the  firft  feizure^ 

The  weather  was  at  this  time  exceeding 
cold,  and  it  froze  very  hard.  I  ordered 
him  out  of  bed  immediately,  to  drink  a 
glafs  of'cold  water,  and  to  get  fome  aflift- 
ance,  and  walk  abroad  in  the  air.  Upon  in¬ 
quiry  I  found  he  had  paffed  without  a  ftool 

U  2  the 
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the  whole  day.  Five  grains  of  calomel  in 
a  pill  were  ordered '  to  be  taken  immedi¬ 
ately.  He  refted  but  little  this  night,  and 
next  morning  a  great  many  more  puftules 
iivere  out  iri  the  face^  fufficient  to  ftiew  a 
difpofition  to  flux.  As  this  pill  produced 
no  ..manifefl:  eftedt,  I  ordered  fal.  glaub. 
3vi.  diffolved  in  water  gruel  to  be  taken 
immediately.  The  vehemence  of  the  fever 
and  other  fymptoms  were  fcarce  moderate4 

by  this  eruption.

Notwithflanding  the  medicine  and  the 
feverity  of  the  weather,  I  defired  he  would 
get  orx  his  cloaths,  and  go  into  the  air 
as  much  as  he  could  polTibly  bear,  and  in 
the  evening  ordered  him  to  be  parried  in  a 
chalfe  to  the  houfe  provided  for  him  in  cafe 
Jie  had  bepn  ill  from  inoculation.  I  exar 
mined  the  incifions  carefully,  but  there 
werp  not  the  I'eaft  figns  of  the  infedlion  hav¬ 
ing  fucceeded,  either  by  difcolouration, 
hardnefs,  or  any  alteration  on  the  Ikin,  nor 
could  he  recoiled!:  that  they  had  itched  or 
givpn  him  the  leaf!;  uneafinefs. 

In 
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.  la  the  evening  he  came  to  the  houfe  as 
ordered,  but  was  lb  very  feeble  and  full  of 
complaints,  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty 
he  was  got  to  his  room.  Upon  enquiry  T 
found  he  had  vomited  up  the  falts  foon  after 
taking  them,  andhadonlyone  coftiveftool; 
he  had  complied  with  my  orders  about  get¬ 
ting  into  the  air  feveral  times  in  the  day, 
though- with  great  difficulty.  His  com- 
plaint§  of  thirft,  pain  in  the  head  and  back 
^vere  at  this  time  very  great.  I  directed  him 
to  fit  with  his  feet  in  warm  water  for  a 
fhort  time,  and,  on  going  into  bed,  to  take 
a  few  fpoonfuls  of  a  laxative  mixture, 
which  was  to  be  repeated  till  he  had  ftools* 

9th.  He  had  been  delirious  in  the  night, 
but  refled  a  little  towards  morning;  the 
number  of  puftules  was  nowconfiderably  in- 
creafed.  This  day  he  had  three  ftools  from 
his  purging  mixture,  by  which  he  was  re¬ 
lieved,  and  bore  fitting  up  better. 

loth.  He  paffed the  night  eafy,  butwlth- 
out  deep,  He  was  very  full  in  the  face, 
but  had  a  fmaller  number  on  the  body  and 

dimbs. 
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limbs.  No  complaint,  deferving  notice, 
happened  during  the  progrefs  to  matufa-- 
tion.  He  fat  up  a  part  of  every  day  to  the 
eighth  from  the  eruption,  when,  being 
blind,  and  very  fore,  he  kept  in  bed  :  they 
turned  on  the  eleventh,  and  he  recovered 
perfeSIy. 


It  was  remarkable  in  this  cafe,  that  the 
inoculated  parts  never  flhewed  the  lead  figns 
of  infedtion ;  nor  did  a  greater  number  of 
puftule^  appear  near  them  than  might  have 
been  expecled  if  nothing  had  been  done ; 
nor  is  there  to  be  feen  the  lead  mark  where 
the  inoculation  was  performed,  though  in  all 
other  inoculated  patients  who  have  had  the 
difeafe,  even  in  the  flighteft  manner,  diere 
comrantly  remains  a  fear. 

It  appeared.,  on  enquiry,  that  this  man 
had  been  for  a  conliderable  time  before  in 
a  conftant  intercourfe  wdth  families  in  the 
fmall-pox ;  and  there  feems  not  to  be  the 
load  doubt  but  his  was  the  natural  dif- 
eafe.

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CASE  XXVI. 

A  young  woman  was  feized  with  a  fevei% 
and  the  ufual  fymptoms.  The  next  day  an 
eruption  appeared, whichgavefomefufpiciori 
of  thefmali-pox;  on  the  third  day  more  fpots 
were  difcovered,  but  fire  was  not  relieved. 
The  diforder  was  now  fuppofed  to  be  an 
inflammatory  fever,  attended  with  a  rafh  ; 
and  as  flie  was  extremely  delirious,  a  blilier 
had  been  applied  about  two  hours  before  I 
firft  faw  her.  The  face  was  extremely  full 
of  very  fmall  puftules,  which  indeed  were 
thefmall-pox,  and  there  was  a  confiderable 
number  on  the  neck  and  limbs ;  but  not- 
withdandingthiseruption,the  fever  was  very 
high,  and  the  degree  of  heat  fo  exceffive, 
that  I  fcarce  ever  felt  a  perfon  hotter ;  fhe 
was  fo  far  fenflble  as  to  complain  of  great 
pain  in  her  head,  ftomach,  and  loins,  thougli 
very  delirious,  and  extremely  reftlefs.  She 
was  at  an  inn  much  ufed  by  carriers,  and  it 
was  highly  improper  fhe  fhould  remain  there. 
Inherprefcntfituationlwasfenfibleitmight 
appear  very  hazardous  to  move  her;  but  it 
was  evident  that  the  fmalbpox  would  becon- 

fluent. 
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fluent.  I  judged  from  the  violence  of  the- 
fymptoms  the  difeafe  would  be  dangerous, 
and  the  event  doubtful,  and  was  therefore 
.  defirous  of  trying  how  far  the  fame  method 
and  remedies  which  were  ufed  fo  fuccefsfully 
in  the  inoculated  fmall-pox,aswell  as  in  fome 
cafes  of  the  natural  difeafe,  would  avail  in 
this.  The  neceffity  of  removing  the  patient 
afforded  me  a  good  opportunity,  without 
any  imputation  of  raflinefs.  I  therefore pro-^ 
ppfed  her  being  taken  down  flairs  into  a 
parlour  under  the  room  where  file  then  lay, 
while  I  was  prefent,  andreadytoaffiflif  the 
fatigue  fhould  be  too  much  for  her ;  this 
was  confented  to ;  the  women  affifled  in 
getting  her  cloa'hs  on,  which  fhe  feetned 
much  pleafed'with,  being  then  delirious. 
She  was  altogether  unable  to  ftand,  and  was 
therefore  brought  down  by  three  perfons  in 

the  fame  manner  as  if  fhe  had  been  dead. 

* 

She  was  then  placed  in  a  chair,  but  had  not 
even  ftrength  to  hold  herfelf  upright,  but 
was  fupported  in  that  pofture  by  the  wo¬ 
men  about  her. 

The  fatigue  of  moving,  and  change- of 
pofture,  occafioned  a  faintnefs,  in  which  fhe 
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loft  all  colour^  and  the  puftules  for  a  tima 
difappeared ;  upon  this,  the  chair  was  lean¬ 
ed  quite  back,  the  bed  was  brought  down^ 
and  laid  on  the  floor,  fhe  was  placed  on  it 
with  her  deaths  on,  and  eagerly  drank  a 
glafs  of  cold  water.  Her  colour  foon  return¬ 
ed  ;  the  puftules  appeared  as  before ;  but  fhc 
was  confiderably  cooled,  and  her  pulfe,  tho’ 
it  retained  the  quicknefs,  was  not  near  fo 
ftrong  ;  I  ftaid  with  her  about  half  an  hour  , 
during  which  time  flie  was  more  fenfible, 
not  fo  reftlefs,  but  feemed  languid  and  ti¬ 
red.  I  ordered  the  window  to  be  opened, 
the  room  to  be  kept  cool,  and  gave  her 
three  grains  of  calomel,  tart.  emet.  gr.  4^ 
in  a  pill,  and  direded  a  purging  draught  to 
be  taken  as  foon  as  it  could  be  procured, 
and  as  there  feemed  no  occafion  for  the 
blifter,  it  was  taken  off. 

I  fa  w  her  next  morniiigatahoufe  to  which 
file  had  been  removed  at  a  fmali  diftance, 
and  found  her  almoft  free  from  complaints ; 
fhe  had  refted  moderately  well,  was  per¬ 
fectly  fenfible.  Thofe  about  her  dated 
her  amendment  from  the  time  when 
the  purge  (which  had  procured  three 
ftools)  began  to  operate.

She  was  however  extremely  full  all  over 
of  a  very  fmall  confluent  kind ;  yet  thefe 
inflamed  and  maturated  in  a  very  favour¬ 
able  manner.  From  the  minutefl:  obfer- 
vation  I  could  make,  it  feemed  to  me  that 
by  this  management  the  number  in  the 
face  was  lefs  than  when  I  firft  faw  her, 
confequently  that  fome  puflules  were  re- 
prefled  after  they  had  appeared. 

CASE  XXVII. 

In  the  beginning  of  June  iy66,  a  young 
woman  was  taken  with  a  fliivering  fit,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a  fever,  and  the  fymptoms  that 
ufually  precede  the  fmall-pox,  in  a  very  vio¬ 
lent  degree ;  thefe  were  attended  with  fuch 
general  weaknefs,  that  in  a  few  hours  after  the 
feizure  llie  was  obliged  to  go  to  bed,  where 
flie  foon  became  delirious,  and  afterwards  in- 
fenfible,  her  urine  pafflng  involuntarily;  in 
this  con  dition  I  firft  faw  her  about  forty  hours 
after  flie  was  taken  ill.  The  heat  v/as  ex- 
ceflive,  her  pulfe  extremely  quick,  but  not 
ftrong,  and  a  few  fm  ail  eruptions  appeared  on 
theface,  fufficient  to*  afcertain  the  diftemper. 
Upon  raifing  her  up  flie  did  not  make  the 

Icaft 
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leaft  effort  tofupport  herfelf,  and  therefore 
was  permitted  to  lie  dov/n,  and  as  the 
room  was  fmall  the  window  was  fet  open 
Five  grs.  of  calomel  were  with  great  diffi¬ 
culty  got  down,  and  an  infufion  of  feqa 
with  manna  being  prepared,  the  perfon  at¬ 
tending  was  delired  to  give  a  little  and  often 
till  (he  had  a  ftool. 

It  was  very  improper  that  ffie  fliould  re¬ 
main  in  the  houfe  where  ffie  was,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  family  ^  yet  there  was  no 
poffibility  of  moving  her  in  her  prefent 
condition.  Next  morning  I  was  informed 
ffie  had  remained  in  the  fame  ftupid  v/ay 
the  whole  night,  but  was  now  rather  bet¬ 
ter,  and  had  fpoke  more  fenfibly,  had  two 
ftools,  and  vomited  up  fome  bilious  mat¬ 
ter.  The  heat  was  ftill  great,  the  pulfe 
quick,  and  many  fmall  confluent  puftules 
were  out  in  the  face  and  other  parts ;  this 
was  the  third  day  of  her  illnefs.  I  ad- 
vifed  her  being  got  out  of  bed,  and  the 
windows  to  be  kept  open ;  but  was  in 
doubt  whether  ffie  had  ftrength  enough  to 
.  be  taken  into  the  open  air. 
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In  the  evening  the  eruption  was  increafed 
confiderably  in  number ;  and  fhe  was  fo 
much  eafed  of  her  complaints,  as  to  bear 
being  removed  in  a  cart  to  a  houfe  in  the 
neighbourhood,  where  I  gave  her  calomel 
three  grains,  emetic  tartar  one  eighth  of  a 
grain. 

She  had  fome  reft  this  night,  but  the  fe¬ 
ver  continued;  and  not  having  had  any 
more  ft:ools,  ftie  was  ordered  to  take  a  lax¬ 
ative  potion  of  inf.  of  fena  and  manna. 
She  had  three  ftools  before  evening,  and 
all  her  complaints  abated.  She  was  very 
full  all  over  of  a  very  confluent  kind. 

This  young  woman  fat  up  the  greateft 
part  of  feveral  days  after  fire  was  quite 
blind,  by  her  own  choice ;  and  I  do  not 
recolledl  ever  feeing  one  with  fo  large  a 
crop  of  puftules  vrho  went  through  the  dif- 
eafe  fo  eafily ;  for  ftie  made  no  complaint 
but  of  forenefs,  nor  took  any  medicine  but 
a  few  drops  of  thebaic  tindlure  at  bed¬ 
time^  towards  the  crifls,

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CASE  XXVIII. 

A  poor  man  about  35  years  of  age,  who 
had  gone  through  the  preparatory  courfe, 
came  to  my  houfe  in  company  with  feveral 
more,  in  order  to  be  inoculated.  As  foon 
as  he  came  into  the  room,  I  perceived  he 
was  ill ;  and  on  enquiring  he  told  me,  that 
about  two  hours  before  he  had  been  taken 
with  a  fit  of  the  ague,  and  that  his  head, 
back,  and  loins  were  in  great  pain.  Feel-, 
ing  his  pulfe,  I  found  a  good  deal  of  fever, 
his  fkin  was  alfo  very  hot.  I  knew  the 
fmall-pox  was  in  his  neighbourhood ;  and 
thence  concluded  he  was  feized  with  this 
dihemper.  I  advifed  him  to  keep  abroad 
in  the  air  as  much  as  poffible,  and  direded 
a  pill  of  the  kind  already  mentioned  at 
night,  and  a  purging  draught  the  following 
morning. 

Thefe  operated  four  or  five  times,  and  he 
perfijfted  in  obeying  my  orders ;  the  fever 
and  other  complaints  were  not  fo  high  as 
to  give  any  great  alarm ;  he  had  a  pretty 
'  large  number  of  a  diftincl  pock,  and  went 
through  the  diftemper  very  weiL

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CASE  XXIX. 

About  three  In  the  afternoon  I  vifited  a 
middle -aged  man^  who  after  two  days  ilinefs 
had  an  eruption,  which  the  neighbours  fuf- 
pefledto  be  the  fmall-pox;  I  found  him  in 
bed,  very  hot,  andin  afweat  j  his  pulfe  quick, 
full,  and  ftrong ;  his  face  pretty  full  of 
fmall-pox,  which  had  begun  to  appear  in 
the  morning.  I  received  the  ufual  account 
of  the  preceding  fymptoms,  which  had  been 
pretty  fevere,  and  he  ftill  made  great  com¬ 
plaints  of  pains  in  his  head,  back,  and  loins ; 
I  immediately  gave  him  a  pill, con  taming  cal. 
gr.  V.  tart.  emet.  gr.  which  I  had  taken 
with  me  upon  a  prefumption  that  I  might 
want  it :  I  alfoiniifted  on  his  getting  up,  and 
going  abroad  into  the  air,  notwithftanding 
thefweat  hewas  in,  which  it  was  my  inten¬ 
tion  to  reftrain :  I  met  with  theufual  difficul¬ 
tyingetting  this  advice  complied  with;  how¬ 
ever  he  was  affifted,  cam  e  down  flairs, 
and  went  abroad,  being  fupported  by  his 
wife  ;  for  he  feemed  very  wxak,  and  had 
not  been  out  of  his  bed  for  two  days  before, 

as 
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as  he  complained  of  great  thirft,  I  gave  him 
a  glafs  of  cold  water,  and  flayed  about  half 
an  hour  to  fee  the  efFedtof  this  treatment;  he 
was  at  firft  very  faint  and  lick,  and  vomited 
up  fome  bilious  matter,  but  not  the  pill  he 
had  lately  taken  :  after  this,  while  I  flayed, 
he  faid  his  head  was  better,  and  allowed  he 
was  refreflied  by  the  air ;  I  delired  him  to"* 
continue  abroad  as  much  as  he  could,  and 
when  he  found  himfelf  tired,  to  go  in  and  lie 
down  a  little ;  but  as  foon  as  he  was  able,  to 
get  out  again,  andif  thirflyto  drink  as  much 
cold  water  as  he  pleafed.  I  then  took  my 
leave,  ordering  a  purging  draught  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  as  foon  as  he  received  it,  which  I  con¬ 
cluded  would  be  at  leaft  three  or  four 
hours  from  that  time. 

'Next  morning, on  vifting  him,  I  was  told 
that  thepurge  hadoperated  four  times,  that 
he  found  himfelf  confiderably  relieved,  both 
in  his  head  and  back,  and  had  refted  bet¬ 
ter  than  any  time  fince  he  had  been  taken  ill. 
The  eruption  proceeded  llowly  but  many 
more  puftules  now  appeared  in  his  face,  and 
other  parts,  than  before ;  he  kept  abroad,and 

his 
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his  complaints  continued v^earing  off.  Next 
morning  I  found  him  quite  eafy  ;  he  was 
pretty  full  of  a  diftind:  pock,  and  from  this 
time  all  went  on  well,  without  having 
occafion  to  take  any  more  medicines. 
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
